Finally,  Pharmacists  Have  The  Power 
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The  granting  of  a  judicial  review  of  the  process  by  which 
pharmacy  contractors'  remuneration  is  determined  marks 
another  low  point  in  relations  between  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  and  the  Government.  It  is  a 
measure  of  PSNC's  frustration  over  the  lack  of  any  means  of 
achieving  what  it  regards  as  an  equitable  settlement.  It  makes 
a  sorry  contrast  to  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  that  the 
Working  Party  Report  of  the  Future  Role  for  Community 
Pharmacy  has  generated.  Pharmacists  may  be  wondering 
what  future  there  is  in  investing  in  new  services  at  an  initially 
low  "rate  of  return"  when  their  core  business  is  being  so 
squeezed.  Such  a  negative  attitude  is  to  be  deplored,  but  there 
has  been  mounting  evidence  over  the  past  months  that 
businesses  are  under  increasing  financial  pressure.  AAH 
Pharmaceuticals  director  David  Taylor  said  recently  that  bad 
debt  is  at  an  all  time  high,  and  PSNC  this  week  claims  that 
wholesalers  have  increased  the  provision  for  bad  debt  by 
between  four  and  ten  times.  PSNC  puts  the  blame  fairly  at  the 
Department's  door,  for  continually  attempting  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  pharmaceutical  services. 

Straight  economics  aside,  there  is  a  Machiavellian  touch 
to  PSNC's  legal  move.  Should  the  judicial  review  decide  in 
PSNC's  favour  it  will  legitimise  the  dispute  pharmacy 
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contractors  have  with  the  Government.  Prior  to  Monday  the 
DoH  had  not  actually  supported  the  reference  to  the  Panel. 
Since  pharmacy  has  not  got  an  independent  review  board, 
however  much  it  might  like  one,  it  will  establish  the  Panel  as 
the  next  best  thing.  It  will  also  mean  the  Secretary  of  State  will 
not  be  entitled  to  determine  contractors'  remuneration  until 
the  Panel  has  considered  the  matter  and  made 
recommendations.  This  prevents  an  imposition  before  an 
impartial  referee  has  had  a  chance  to  examine  the  case.  PSNC 
is  betting  the  Panel  comes  down  in  its  favour. 

The  immediate  effect  on  contractors  is  that  there  will  be  no 
settlement  until  July  at  least  when  the  case  comes  to  court. 
PSNC,  however,  claim  to  be  looking  to  the  longer  term  in 
establishing  the  right  of  the  Review  Panel  to  look  at 
grievances.  If  a  settlement  were  to  have  been  imposed  the 
Panel  would  have  been  wasting  its  time  considering  the  matter 
since  a  dispute  would  no  longer  exist.  PSNC  is  no  doubt 
hoping  that  if  it  makes  a  sufficient  nuisance  of  itself  the 
Government  might  concede  the  justice  of  setting  up  a 
pharmacy  review  body.  After  all,  pharmacy  contractors  cannot 
take  industrial  action,  either  practically  or  morally.  With  no 
realistic  means  of  redress  against  a  monopoly  employer  some 
sort  of  independent  arbiter  is  needed. 
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PSNC  wins  judicial 
review  for  pay  dispute 


The  row  between  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  and  the 
Department  of  Health  over  this 
year's  pay  package  for  pharmacy 
contractors  is  to  move  to  the  High 
Court. 

On  Monday  the  PSNC  won  the 
right  to  seek  court  orders  banning 
the  DoH  from  setting  the  level  of 
remuneration  for  1992-93  until  the 
dispute  has  been  arbitrated  by  the 
Pharmacists  Review  Panel.  PSNC 
announced  last  week  (p823)  that  it 
was  seeking  a  judicial  review. 

At  a  brief  hearing  in  London,  Mr 
Justice  Potts  said  the  Committee 
had  an  arguable  case.  The  full 
hearing  of  the  judicial  review 
proceedings,  which  will  be 
contested  by  the  Department,  is 
likely  to  come  in  July. 

PSNC,  in  referring  the  matter  to 
the  Panel,  claimed  it  had  a 
"legitimate  expectation"  that  the 
Panel's  final  recommendations  be 
taken  into  account.  It  wants  the 
High  Court  to  grant  a  declaration 
that  it  is  entitled  to  refer  —  and  has 
validly  referred  —  the  dispute  to  the 
Panel,  and  an  order  prohibiting  the 
Department  from  determining  the 
level  of  remuneration  until  the 
Panel  has  reported. 


The  relief  sought  bv  PSNC: 

•  A  declaration  that  PSNC  is 
entitled  to  refer,  and  has  validly 
referred,  a  dispute  over  the 
appropriate  level  of  remuneration 
for  pharmacy  contractors  to  the 
Pharmacists  Review  Panel 

•  An  order  prohibiting  the 
Department  from  determining  the 
level  of  remuneration  for  1992-93 
until  after  the  Panel  has 
considered  the  reference  above 
and  made  recommendations 

•  A  declaration  that  the 
Department  is  not  entitled  to 
determine  the  level  of 
remuneration  until  the  Panel  has 
considered  the  matter  and  made 
recommendations 

•  A  stay  of  proceedings  to  which 
the  application  relates,  namely  the 
determination  of  the  appropriate 
level  of  remuneration  for  the 
provision  of  pharmaceutical 
services  in  1992-93  until  the 
determination  of  the  review 


PSNC's  actions  have  been  taken 
in  expectation  of  an  imposed  pay 
settlement  by  the  Department.  The 
Committee  wishes  to  legitimise  its 
dispute,  and  ensure  the  Review 
Panel  actually  considers  the  matter, 
even  though  the  Department  is  not 
bound  by  its  findings. 

PSNC  has  been  concerned  that, 
had  the  Department  imposed  a 
settlement,  the  Panel  would  not 
proceed  with  a  hearing  because,  in 
effect,  there  would  no  longer  be  a 
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dispute. 

Pharmacy  contractors  have 
been  treated  so  shabbily 
economically  that  they  need  an 
independent  referee,  says  PSNC 
chairman  David  Sharpe.  Since 
pharmacists  do  not  have  an 
independent  review  board,  there  is 
a  need  to  justify  the  existence  of  the 
Review  Panel. 

A  settlement  may  still  be 


imposed  in  spite  of  the  judicial 
review,  although  if  that  happens  it 
will  not  be  until  the  Autumn.  An 
expedited  hearing  has  been  granted 
because  of  the  urgency  of  the 
matter. 

The  Department  now  has  21 
days  in  which  to  present  its  affadavit 
to  the  court:  PSNC  will  then  have  14 
days  in  which  to  respond  after  which 
the  case  can  be  heard. 


LPC  and  PSNC  still  disagree 


St  Helens  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  is  still  not  satisfied  with 
the  way  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee 
handles  pay  negotiations,  despite 
chairman  David  Sharpe's  promise 
to  give  a  more  open  progress  report 
next  year  (C&D,  March  28,  p452). 

The  LPC  has  written  again  to 
PSNC,  disagreeing  with  Mr 
Sharpe's  view  that  announcing  the 
Department's  initial  offer  at  an  early 
stage  in  the  negotiations  makes  it 
difficult  for  the  Department  to 
improve  that  offer. 

The  LPC  chairman  Michael 
Mansour  says  that  if  PSNC 
announced  it  was  negotiating 
between,  say  5  per  cent  and  9  per 
cent,  then  neither  PSNC  nor  the 
Department  would  be  committed  to 
accepting  or  rejecting  anything. 

This  type  of  announcement 
would  enable  LPCs  to  provide 
PSNC  with  some  feedback  as  to 
whether  the  figures  were  suitable  for 
the  basis  of  discussion,  he  says. 

Mr  Sharpe  has  also  told  Mr 
Mansour  that  if  contractors  were 
dissatisfied  with  the  way  PSNC 
carried  out  its  job  then  they  could 
express  their  views  every  four  years 
through  the  national  elections.  To 
which  Mr  Mansour  replied  that  the 
last  four  years  had  produced  three 


settlements  at  or  below  the  rate  of 
inflation  and  one  imposition,  adding 
there  was  very  little  potential  for  a 
real  increase  in  contractors' 
remuneration. 

Replying  to  Mr  Sharpe's 
statement  that  PSNC  staff  are 
trained  in  negotiations,  Mr  Mansour 
asks:  Is  this  training  sufficient  if  the 
last  four  settlements  have  been  less 
than  the  Doctors'  and  Dentists' 
Review  Body? 

LPC  secretary  Paul  Clark 
explained  to  C&D  that  his 
Committee  felt  there  was  a  need  to 
keep  the  pressure  on  PSNC.  They 
were  unhappy  with  the  present 
situation  as  it  was  likely  to  be 
another  year  with  a  settlement 
below  the  rate  of  inflation. 


PSNC  change 
of  heart 

A  change  of  policy  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  means 
delegates  will  be  given  a  full  update 
on  pay  negotiations  at  next  year's 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
conference. 

The  new  policy  follows  criticism 
from  a  number  of  LPCs  over  the 
way  that  the  current  negotiations 
have  been  handled  and  presented  to 
Conference  (C&D  March  28). 

•  PSNC  has  made  an  urgent  call 
for  the  Drug  Tariff  prices  of  generics 
to  be  reduced  "very  substantially"  to 
reflect  market  conditions. 

The  results  of  the  latest  discount 
inquiry,  due  to  be  released  in  June, 
are  expected  to  show  a  significant 
rise  in  the  discounts  pharmacists 
have  been  getting  on  the  generics 
market.  The  new  discount  clawback 
may  go  over  15  per  cent  at  the  top 
end  of  the  scale,  with  an  average  of 
around  1 1  per  cent. 

•  Wholesalers  have  increased  their 
year-on-year  provision  for  bad  debt 
by  between  four  and  10  times, 
according  to  PSNC  chairman  David 
Sharpe.  "This  is  a  direct  result  of  the 
pay  imposition  last  year.  This  year's 
package  as  it  is  at  the  moment  can 
only  lead  to  a  worsening  of  the 
situation,"  he  claims. 

•  An  increasing  number  of  FHSAs 
are  dropping  the  drug  testing 
scheme,  although  PSNC  has 
advised  all  LPCs  to  continue  with  it 
wherever  possible. 


38pc  of  Tariffs  arrive  late 


Nearly  40  per  cent  of  Drug  Tariffs 
are  delivered  late,  a  recent  survey  by 
the  Prescription  Pricing  Authority 
has  shown. 

"The  findings  surprised  us  and 
are  unsatisfactory,"  says  the  latest 
PPA  newsletter.  Some  FHSAs  are 
able  to  deliver  the  Tariff  to  their 
contractors  by  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  but  38  per  cent  of 
pharmacists  responding  to  the  PPA 


survey  indicated  a  later  date. 

The  PPA  says  it  will  be 
contacting  certain  FHSAs  with  a 
view  to  improving  the  service.

PSNC  knocks  RHA  plan  to  bid  for  role  pilot 


Plans  by  an  English  Regional 
Health  Authority  to  bid  for  one  of 
the  extended  role  pilot  projects 
proposed  by  the  Department  of 
Health  have  been  condemned  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee. 

The  pilot  projects  have  arisen 
from  the  Working  Party  report  on 
the  future  of  community  pharmacy. 
The  DoH  has  indicated  it  will  be 
funding  various  projects  including: 

•  Pharmacy  referral  forms 

•  Pharmaceutical  consultation. 

•  Therapeutic  drug  monitoring 

•  Domiciliary  pharmaceutical 
services 

•  The  feasibility  of  aseptic 
dispensing  services. 

The  RHA  in  question  has 
announced  its  intention  of  making 
a  bid  for  the  therapeutic  drug 
monitoring  pilot.  "It  is  not  a 
question  of  anyone  making  a  bid.  It 


Boots  the  Chemists  have  started 
pushing  established  repeat 
prescription  collection  schemes, 
with  up  to  full-page  advertisements 
in  local  newspapers,  supporting 
leaflets  available  in-store. 

A  Boots  spokeswoman  says 
more  and  more  customers  are 
demanding  the  service  which  is 
progressing  well.

The  Board  was  meeting 
this  week  and  was  to  consider  what 
action  to  take.  Last  year,  when  the 
Boots'  plans  to  launch  such 
schemes  were  revealed,  the  NPA 
produced  an  action  pack  that  was 
sent  to  every  member.

Looking  to  the  future,  the  report 
also  says  that  this  approach  need 
not  stop  at  pharmacy  —  dentists 
and  opticians  could  also  develop 
their  health  promotion  role  in  this 
way.  "By  expanding  the 
opportunities  for  health  promotion,

Southend 
pharmacies 
under  attack 

Three  pharmacies  in  Southend 
have  been  attacked  by  armed 
raiders  and  the  police  have  warned 
other  pharmacists  in  the  area  to  be 
alert  to  the  possibility  of  similar 
attacks. 

The  raids,  which  took  place 
within  a  space  of  1 1  days,  occurred 
at  Great  Wakering  on  May  1, 
Westcliff  on  May  5  and  Miller's 
Chemist  on  May  1 1 .  All  three  took 
place  late  in  the  day,  with  the 
robbers  escaping  with  much  of  the 
day's  takings. 

Laurence  Collin  of  the  Great 
Wakering  pharmacy  said  that  the 
attack  had  occurred  very  quickly  at 
about  6pm  on  the  Friday  evening. 

The  shop  assistant  and 
pharmacist  in  the  shop  at  the  time, 
both  of  whom  were  female,  were 
ordered  at  gun  point  to  sit  on  the 
floor  while  the  contents  of  the  till 
were  stolen.  "Although  the 
pharmacist  managed  to  press  the 
panic  button,  and  the  police  arrived 
very  quickly,  no  one  was 
apprehended,"  he  added. 

A  detailed  photofit  of  the 
attackers  was  issued  by  the  police, 
from  which  the  pharmacist  at  the 
third  attack,  Murray  Miller,  said  he 
recognised  his  attackers 
immediately.  He  was  unable  to  react 
to  prevent  the  robbery  because  a 
gun  was  being  directed  at  him. 


spread  of  the  scheme  to  the  rest  of 
Barnet,  proposals  for  the  future 
include  the  involvement  of 
pharmacists  in  multi-disciplinary 
training  to  encourage  better  links 
among  health  professionals.

Two  newcomers  have  been  elected 
to  the  Royal  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council.  They  are 
proprietor  pharmacist  Gillian 
Hawksworth  from  Mirfield,  West 
Yorkshire,  and  Boots  pharmacy 
superintendent  Marshall  Davies. 

Peter  Curphey,  a  locum 
pharmacist  who  had  been  on 
Council  since  1989,  lost  his  seat. 
Professor  John  Midgley,  professor 
of  pharmacy,  University  of 
Strathclyde,  who  was  co-opted  to 
Council  last  year,  also  failed  to  be 
elected. 


1993 
retention  fee 
up  6pc? 

Staff  at  the  Royal  Pharmaceutical 
Society  received  a  9  per  cent  pay 
award  last  year,  RPSGB  treasurer 
David  Sharpe  revealed  at  the  annual 
meeting  last  Wednesday.  He  also 
told  pharmacists  that  Council  is  to 
be  asked  to  approve  a  6  per  cent 
increase  in  the  1993  retention  fee 
next  month. 

The  Society's  salary  bill  rose  12 
per  cent  last  year,  compared  to  a 
budgeted  10  per  cent.  Mr  Sharpe 
said  the  budget  this  year  allows  for 
a  7.5  per  cent  increase.  The  salaries 
paid  were  related  to  market  forces, 
and  the  Society  needed  to  pay 
adequate  wages  to  protect  staff  and 
maintain  their  contribution,  said  Mr 
Sharpe. 

Expenditure  exceeded  income 
by  £493.000  in  1991.  The  Society 
was  not  cushioned  from  the 
recession  because  a  substantial 
proportion  of  income  was  not  fee- 
based,  said  Mr  Sharpe,  but  the 
deficit  was  larger  than  expected. 

The  Society's  general  fund  has 
fallen  to  £6.9  million,  and  Council 
has  budgeted  for  a  substantial 
surplus  during  1992  to  restore  its 
financial  position. 

While  income  from  statutory 
duties  rose  £355,000  to£4.7m,  net 
income  from  publications  fell  bv 
£101,000  to  £89,000.  Overall  net 
income  rose  by  £179,000  to  £6.2m: 
however,  expenditure  rose  by 
£537,000  to£6.7m,  said  MrSharpe. 
A  quarter  of  this  came  from 
Council's  decision  to  commit  more 
funds  to  educational  activity,  and 
Statutory  Committee  costs  rose 
£36,000  to  £244,000. 

The  drop  in  expenditure  of 
£45,000  to  £574,000  last  year  on 
membership  organisations  results 
from  the  Society's  decision  to 
discontinue  PINS  activity. 

This  year  the  Society  also 
expects  to  cover  some  £100,000  in 
legal  costs  incurred  when  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Importers  took  it  to  court  because 
of  its  policy  on  PI  substitution.  Costs 
were  awarded  to  the  Society. 
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Members  re-elected  were:  John 
Balmford,  a  pharmacy  consultant 
and  locum  from  Derby;  Michael 
Burden,  district  pharmaceutical 
officer,  Leicestershire;  William 
Darling,  a  proprietor  pharmacist 
from  Sunderland;  Christine  Glover, 
a  proprietor  from  Edinburgh  (also 
co-opted  last  year);  and  Marion 
Rawlings,  a  community  pharmacist 
from  Cardiff. 

Mr  Darling,  a  former  president 
of  the  Society  and  Charter  Gold 
medallist  in  1985,  topped  the  poll 
with  1,219  first  preference  votes, 
followed  by  Mr  Davies  with  1,124. 

Ian  Caldwell,  a  Glasgow 
proprietor,  failed  to  be  elected  to 
Council  but  was  elected  to  the 
community  pharmacy 
subcommittee.  Others  elected  to 
the  subcommittee  were  Jeremy 
Clitherow,  a  Liverpool  proprietor 
and  immediate  past  chairman, 
NPA,  and  Peter  Walker,  a  Boots 
employee  from  Sowerby  Bridge  who 
is    chairman.    Joint  Boots' 


Pharmacists  Association.  Mr 
Clitherow  attracted  the  most  first 
preferences. 

It  was  the  first  direct  election  of 
community  pharmacists  to  the 
subcommittee  and  was  introduced 
by  Council  as  a  way  to  improve 
community  pharmacists' 
representation  (C&D,  February  15, 
p238).  The  elected  members  will 
serve  for  three  years. 

Other  members  of  the 
subcommittee  will  be  six  Council 
members  appointed  in  the  normal 
way  by  the  officers  and  three 
members  co-opted  by  Council. 

Voting  figures  were  down  on  last 
year.  In  the  Council  election  a  total 
of  9,616  valid  ballot  papers  were 
returned  out  of  38,033  issued, 
representing  a  25.2  per  cent  poll. 
Last  year  28.4  per  cent  of  the 
electorate  voted  and  26.2  per  cent 
in  1990.  In  the  subcommittee 
election,  4,569  valid  papers  were 
returned  out  of  21,151  issued, 
representing  a  21.7  per  cent  poll. 


Council  sensitivity  over 
exam  fee  highlighted 


The  sensitivity  of  the  Royal 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  to 
criticism  over  the  £100 
preregistration  exam  fee  being 
introduced  next  year  was 
highlighted  when  the  only  motion 
from  the  floor  was  put  before  the 
annual  meeting  last  Wednesday. 

A  long  and  involved  defence  of 
Council's  apportionment  of  the 
cost,  prepared  for  president  David 
Coleman,  in  anticipation  of  the 
motion  put  by  Michael  Williams, 
proved  largely  irrelevant. 

Mr  Williams  proposed  that 
Council  should  appoint  an  officer  to 
seek  funding  from  external  sources 
for  any  future  internal  exams  the 
Society  might  introduce.  Any 
shortfall  should  be  funded  from  an 
increase  in  the  annual  retention  fee. 


The  motion,  which  was  passed, 
read:  "Council  must  take  action  so 
as  to  produce  a  lasting  mechanism 
which  would  enable  the  payment  of 
the  profession's  exam  or  assessment 
requirements.  Such  a  mechanism, 
while  aiming  to  maximise  external 
funding,  must  facilitate  the  spread 
of  residual  costs  among  the 
profession  as  a  whole." 

Internal  assessment  was  likely  to 
become  a  major  factor  in 
demonstrating  competence  and 
ability,  said  Mr  Williams,  but  the 
Society  needed  to  investigate  the 
financial  implications  thoroughly. 
External  sources  of  finance  could 
include  the  Training  and  Enterprise 
Council,  the  Departments  of  Health 
and  Education,  and  company 
sponsorship,  he  suggested. 


New  Code  of  Ethics  adopted 


The  Royal  Pharmaceutical  Society 
adopted  its  new  Code  of  Ethics  last 
week  with  only  one  minor  change  to 
April's  draft,  and  a  caveat  regarding 
the  situation  over  advertising  in 
Scotland. 

Pharmacists  are  to  be  able  to 
use  bold  type  and  take  display 
advertisements  in  telephone  or 
other  local  directories  after  the 
meeting  passed  an  amendment  to 
section  14  of  the  guidance  to 
Principle  7  (dealing  with  publicity), 
put  by  NPA  director  Tim  Astill. 

Supporting  Mr  Astill's  position, 
John  Wilford  (Hastings)  said  that 
preventing  pharmacies  advertising 
their  particular  services  in  a 
directory  was  being  unreasonable 


and  witholding  information  from 
the  public. 

Presenting  Principle  7  of  the 
new  Code,  Council  member  William 
Darling  said  that  it  would  apply 
throughout  Great  Britain,  but  he 
wanted  to  avoid  any 
misunderstanding  over  the  situation 
in  Scotland. 

"Chemist  contractors  will  also 
have  to  have  regard  to  any  provision 
relating  to  advertising  in  their  terms 
of  service.  The  position  in  Scotland 
is  currently  different  to  that  in 
England  and  Wales.  Earlier  this 
year  in  England  and  Wales  controls 
on  advertising  were  removed  from 
the  terms  of  service.  They  still 
remain  in  Scotland,"  he  warned. 


'Ignore 
mission 
statements 
at  your  peril' 

Teamwork,  liaison  and 
communications  are  fundamental 
to  the  progress  of  community 
pharmacy,  Jeremy  Clitherow, 
secretary  of  Liverpool  LPC  told  a 
pharmaceutical  meeting  in  Matlock, 
Derbyshire  on  May  17. 

The  path  which  has  led  to 
Liverpool's  successful  innovations, 
he  said,  was  a  long  and  time 
consuming  process  of 
representation. 

"Be  there  at  the  planning 
stages"  he  told  the  conference.  "If 
you  regard  mission  statements  and 
business  plans  as  jargon  and  'NHS 
speak'  you  will  inevitably  be 
eclipsed.  The  moral  is  ignore  them 
at  your  peril". 

Mr  Clitherow  went  on  to  detail 
the  three  main  initiatives  in 
Liverpool  —  syringe  exchange, 
smoking  cessation  and  mental 
health.  However  he  warned  that 
pharmacists  should  not  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  privelege  of  working 
with  FHSAs. 

"Like  the  Department  of  Health , 
pharmacists  are  in  business  not 
charity,"  he  said.  "But  a  small 
investment  in  pharmacy  will 
produce  a  massive  dividend  in 
health  promotion." 

DoH  pharmaceutical  officer 
Robert  Darracott,  in  his  paper, 
confirmed  that  the  Department 
really  did  want  to  explore  the 
recommendations  within  the 
Working  Party  report  on  the  future 
of  community  pharmacy. 

In  his  opinion,  these  changes 
would  take  place  sooner  rather  than 
later.  "It  is  often  said  that  pharmacy 
is  at  the  cross  roads,"  said  Mr 
Darracott,  "It  is,  and  the  traffic 
lights  are  on  green." 

He  hoped  that  the  report's 
recommendations  would  appeal  to 
pharmacists  as  professionals  not 
just  as  contractors.  However,  he 
warned  that  successful  pilot  projects 
would  need  to  produce  patient 
dividends. 

"Do  remember  that  expressions 
of  interest  are  always  welcome  at  the 
Department  of  Health,"  he  told 
delegates.  "We  are  determined  to 
come  up  with  the  answers." 

The  "pharmacy  summit"  at 
Matlock  was  organised  by  Judy 
Clark,  Derbyshire  FHSA's 
pharmacy  adviser.  Delegates 
included  FHSA  officers,  LPC 
representatives,  the  local  education 
tutor,  community  services 
pharmacists  and  local  pharmacy 
contractors. 

The  key  aims  were  to  provide  a 
forum  for  exchange  of  information 
between  pharmacy  and  the  FHSA; 
discuss  the  Working  Party  report; 
explore  quality  issues  relating  to 
community  pharmacy;  and  identify 
key  areas  for  the  development  of 
pharmaceutical  services  in 
Derbyshire. 
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Fisons  recall 

all  Intal 
Autohalers 

Fisons  Pharmaceuticals  have  issued 
a  recall  for  all  stocks  of  Intal 
Autohaler  following  reports  of  a 
number  of  breakages  to  a  plastic 
part  of  the  housing. 

This  has  resulted  in  a  fragment 
of  plastic  becoming  loose  which 
could  be  inhaled.  Fisons  believe  the 
risk  of  inhalation  is  minimal  but  feel 
the  responsible  course  of  action  is  to 
recall  all  stocks  until  the  problem 
can  be  rectified. 

Fisons  say  the  problem  has  not 
occurred  with  any  other  Autohaler 
products  which  are  assembled  in  a 
different  way,  or  any  other  Intal 
presentation. 

Wholesalers  have  been 
requested  to  withdraw  all  stocks 
from  their  shelves  and  will  be 
notifying  their  customers.  Anyone

Pharmacy 
numbers  up 
by  three 

The  number  of  pharmacies 
registered  with  the  Royal 
Pharmaceutical  Society  rose  by 
three  during  April  to  11,896. 
Overall,  there  were  26  additions,  25 
deletions  and  two  restorations  to 
the  Register. 

In  England,  there  was  an  overall 
decrease  with  13  openings,  15 
closures  and  one  restoration. 
However,  in  London  there  was  a  net 
gain  with  six  additions,  four 
deletions  and  one  restoration. 

In  Scotland  the  overall  number 
went  down  by  one  (two  openings, 
three  closures)  and  in  Wales  there 
was  an  overall  gain  of  two  (five 
additions,  and  three  deletions). 

Fundholders 
join  NAHAT 

The  National  Association  of 
Fundholding  Practices  (NAFP)  has 
formally  affiliated  itself  to  the 
National  Association  of  Health 
Authorities  and  Trusts  (NAHAT). 
This  means  that  NAHAT's 
membership  now  includes  GP 
fundholders,  health  authorities, 
family  health  services  authorities 
and  NHS  trusts. 

NAFP  currently  represents  220 
first  wave  fundholding  practices  and 
expects  to  double  this  figure  with 
the  admission  of  an  increasing 
number  of  second  wave 
fundholders. 

Dr  David  Tod,  chairman  of 
NAFP,  welcomed  the  move.  He 
said:  "It  enables  fundholders  to 
receive  NAHAT's  information  and 
briefing  services  while  taking  part  in 
the  Association's  work  in  helping  its 
members  to  meet  the  challenging 
agenda  of  the  NHS." 
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The  wages  of 
pharmacy  — 
no  match  for 
a  secretary's? 

The  pressures  of  community 
pharmacy  have  reached  the  point 
where  I  have  decided  at  long  last 

—  and  to  my  wife's  evident  relief 

—  that  I  require  some  part  time 
secretarial  help.  An  advert  duly 
appeared  in  the  local  paper,  and 
from  the  mass  of  applications,  I 
selected  a  suitable  candidate. 

I  am  sure  her  secretarial  skills 
will  make  my  life  easier,  but  what 
really  amazed  me  from  the 
interviews  was  the  level  of  annual 
salary  being  achieved.  Between  £6 
and  £10  per  hour  appeared  to  be 
the  norm  for  most  secretarial 
employment,  which  compared 
with  the  highest  scales  of  the  JIC 
rates  of  £2.75  for  shop  assistants 
and  £6.60  for  pharmacist 
managers,  makes  a  mockery  of  the 
whole  system  of  wages  councils. 

What  is  even  more  serious, 
however,  is  the  effect  these 
artificial  scales  make  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee's  attempts 
to  maintain  the  credibility  of  the 
global  sum.  When  the  cost-plus 
contract  was  unilaterally 
abandoned  by  the  Government, 
these  ludicrous  scales  were  a  part 
of  the  annual  negotiations,  but 
they  bore  as  much  resemblance  to 
reality  then  as  they  do  today.  Even 
with  2.7  million  unemployed, 
market  forces  dictate  that  staff 
rates  are  way  above  these  JIC 
minimums,  and  their  only  purpose 
now  seems  to  be  to  perpetuate  the 
historical  distortion  within  the 
global  sum.  PSNC  should  now 
press  for  abandonment  of  this 
annual  charade,  and  acceptance 


by  the  Department  of  Health  of 
the  reality  of  the  true  costs  of  staff 
employment. 

Schering 
effrontery  — 
counselling 
confounded 

I  have  every  sympathy  with 
Schering  Health  Care  and  the 
necessity  to  market  two  brands  of 
cyproterone  acetate,  (Letters,  last 
week)  but  the  very  reason  for  the 
UK  regulatory  authorities 
suggesting  dual  marketing  is  the 
source  of  the  problem  for 
community  pharmacists,  since 
they  are  not  in  the  position  of 
determining  the  correct  brand  to 
dispense,  with  its  explanatory 
leaflet,  against  the  majority  of 
prescriptions  which  are  written 
generically. 

The  eventual  legally  binding 
requirement  to  provide 
information  leaflets,  coupled  with 
the  perceived  legal  minefield  of 
not  providing  that  leaflet  to  the 
patient,  must  also  be  addressed. 
The  facility  for  the  confidentiality 
necessary  to  question  a  patient 
presenting  with  a  generic 
prescription  for  cyproterone 
acetate  in  order  to  determine  their 
medical  condition  exists  in  few 
pharmacies  and,  in  any  case, 
raises  difficult  ethical 
considerations  to  the  extent  of  a 
pharmacist's  authority  to  request 
such  information.  If  the 
prescription  was  presented  by  a 
representative,  then  such  a 
request  would  be  out  of  the 
question,  and  the  pharmacist 
might  then  be  unable  to  provide 


the  medication  while  at  the  same 
time  satisfying  all  their  legal 
responsibilities. 

Generic  prescriptions  are 
encouraged  by  the  UK  authorities, 
and  are  common  practice  for  all 
prescriptions  originating  from 
hospitals.  I  can  understand 
Schering's  present  inability  to 
accede  to  the  suggestion  of  a 
single  marketed  brand  containing 
a  dual  leaflet,  but  while  this  drug  is 
prescribed  generically,  the  ethical 
and  legal  problems  encountered 
by  the  dispensing  pharmacist  will 
persist.  The  answer  must  lie  in  an 
intensive  information  campaign 
aimed  at  hospital  consultants  to 
persuade  them  of  the  necessity  of 
prescribing,  in  this  one  case,  by 
brand  name.  The  alternative, 
when  the  law  requires  a  leaflet 
with  each  dispensing,  will  be 
chaos. 

Too  taxing, 
even  for  a 
pharmacist! 

At  present  I  perform  many  unpaid 
and  unrequested  tasks  on  behalf 
of  the  Government.  I  collect  Value 
Added  Tax,  Income  Tax,  National 
Insurance  Contributions  and  "the 
prescription  tax".  I  administer 
statutory  sick  pay  and  maternity 
allowance,  and  I  submit  returns  to 
the  appropriate  authorities  when 
requested  having  to  justify  those 
returns  on  penalty  of  fines  or 
imprisonment.  I  have  never  been 
asked  by  Parliament  whether  I 
would  agree  to  further  imposition 
of  legal  requirements,  and  I  have 
never  been  offered  compensation 
for  all  the  time  and  expense  I 
incur.  I  find  the  statutory  duties  of 
the  small  employer  to  be 
extremely  burdensome,  but  while  I 
object  most  bitterly,  I  have  no 
choice. 

If  instructed  or  requested, 
however,  by  the  family  health 
services  authority  to  check  the 
validity  of  a  patient's  claim  to 
exemption  by  their  signing  the 
declaration  on  the  back  of  the 
prescription  form,  then  I  do  have  a 
choice  and  the  answer  is  "no"!  Not 
in  any  way,  shape  or  form  will  I  co- 
operate in  this  task.  I  passionately 
disagree  with  the  prescription  tax, 
I  go  out  of  my  way  to  encourage 
patients  to  claim  their  rights  or 
purchase  a  pre-payment 
certificate,  but  if  the  Government 
wishes  to  impose  such  a  tax,  it  will 
have  to  pass  a  Bill  in  Parliament 
before  I  will  police  it  for  them  and 
even  then  I  will  have  to  be  dragged 
kicking  and  screaming  to  the 
starting  post.  My  considered 
answer  to  the  FHSA  is 
unprintable!

Imigran  extends  to  tablets 


Glaxo  have  launched  Imigran 
tablets,  containing  lOOmg  of  the 
selective  5HT  agonist  sumatriptan. 
The  tablets  are  indicated  for  the 
acute  relief  of  migraine  attacks,  with 
or  without  aura. 

Glaxo  say  the  tablets  have  the 
same  efficacy  at  relieving  headaches 
and  associated  effects  as  the 
subcutaneous  injection,  and  side 
effects  of  the  two  formulations  are 
similar.  The  main  difference  is  the 
speed  of  onset. 

While  the  injection  has  an  effect 
after  10  minutes,  and  reaches 
maximum  efficacy  after  two  hours, 
clinical  response  to  the  tablets 
begins  around  30  minutes  reaching 
a  maximum  after  four  hours. 

Glaxo  say  that  a  study  of  oral 
sumatriptan  involving  over  1,100 
patients  reported  that  67  per  cent  of 
patients  had  relief  of  headache 
within  two  hours  after  taking 
sumatriptan;  this  was  significantly 
greater  than  in  the  placebo  group. 

Accompanying  symptoms  of 
nausea,  vomiting,  photophobia  and 
phonophobia  were  also  significantly 
improved  in  the  sumatriptan- 
treated  group. 

The  injection  is  indicated  if  a 
rapid  onset  of  action  is  required; 
Imigran  tablets  are  not  indicated  for 
cluster  headaches  which  last  an 
average  of  45  minutes.  And  patients 
who  are  already  vomiting  may  find  it 
difficult  to  keep  the  tablets  down.

Dosage  and  administration 

Imigran  should  be  given  as  early  as 
possible  after  the  onset  of  an  attack, 
but  is  said  to  be  equally  effective  at 
whatever  stage  it  is  given.  The 
tablets  should  be  swallowed  whole 
with  water.  The  recommended  oral 
dose  is  a  single  lOOmg  tablet. 
Patients  who  do  not  respond  to  this 
should  not  take  a  second  dose  for 
the  same  attack,  but  another  tablet 
may  be  taken  for  subsequent 
attacks.  However  patients  who 
respond  initially  but  whose  migraine 
returns  may  take  a  further  dose, 
provided  not  more  than  three 
tablets  are  taken  in  24  hours 
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Side  effects  These  are  similar  to 
Imigran  injection;  see  Data  Sheet. 
The  most  common  side  effects 
associated  with  oral  Imigran  are 
malaise/fatigue,  dizziness/vertigo, 
drowsiness/sedation,  a  feeling  of 
heaviness  and  weakness,  throat 
symptoms  and  pain  or  stiffness  in 
the  neck.  Tightness  and  pressure 
can  occur  in  any  part  of  the  body, 
including  the  chest.

Mid-July  will  see  the  launch  of 
Typhim  Vi,  a  typhoid  vaccine  from 
Merieux  described  as  a  major 
advance  in  the  prevention  of 
typhoid  fever. 

Unlike  the  existing  whole  cell 
typhoid  vaccine,  Typhim  Vi 
contains  only  part  of  the  killed 
bacteria  —  the  purified  Vi 
polysaccharide  antigen  of 
Salmonellia  typhi  which  is  always 
present  in  invasive  strains.

Merieux  say  this 
eliminates  possible  compliance 
problems  associated  with  multiple 
dose  vaccines.  Typhim  Vi  is  said  to 
provide  immunity  around  two  weeks 
after  vaccination,  with  some 
recipients  generating  antibodies  in 
three  to  five  days.  Efficacy  is 
between  64  and  81  per  cent. 

Immunity  persists  for  at  least 
three  years  in  adults  and  children

Zoladex,  the  lutenising  releasing 
hormone  (LHRH)  analogue,  is  now 
indicated  for  the  treatment  of 
advanced  breast  cancer  in  pre-  and 
peri-menopausal  women.

Medical  Matters 


WHO  bid  for  routine 
hepatitis  B  vaccination 


The  World  Health  Organisation  is 
recommending  targets  for  including 
hepatitis  B  vaccination  in  routine 
infant  immunisation  programmes. 

WHO's  executive  board  is 
proposing  that  countries  with  a 
prevalence  of  8  per  cent  or  more 
hepatitis  B  carriers  should  have 
routine  vaccination  by  1995  and  all 
other  countries  —  including  the  UK 
—  by  1997.  The  recommendation  is 
being  considered  by  the  World 
Health  Assembly  this  month. 

About  35  countries,  mainly  in 
Eastern  and  Southern  Asia,  the 
Pacific  Basin  and  the  Middle  East, 
have  a  national  policy  of 
immunising  all  infants  with  hepatitis 
B  vaccine. 

In  the  developed  countries, 


WHO  decided  when  the  vaccine  was 
first  introduced  that  it  should  be 
targetted  at  high  risk  groups  such  as 
healthcare  workers.  This  strategy 
has  failed  to  control  infection  in 
developed  countries  because  only 
healthcare  workers  could  be 
reached  in  significant  numbers, 
whereas  the  infection  is  transmitted 
sexually  and  is  rampant  among 
intravenous  drug  users. 

Many  experts  now  recognise 
that  only  widespread  use  of  the 
vaccination  in  children  will  control 
the  disease,  even  in  developed 
countries.  In  Italy,  hepatitis  B 
immunisation  in  compulsory  for  all 
newborn  babies,  while  in  the  USA 
and  New  Zealand  immunisation  is 
recommended. 


New  'push-pill'  osmotic 
system  for  gemfibrozil? 


Alza  Corporation  recently 
announced  the  development  of  a 
new  oral  dose  form  for  controlled 
release  of  large  quantities  of 
insoluble  medication  using  osmotic 
technology.  A  development 
programme  for  a  once-a-day  oral 
form  of  gemfibrozil,  using  the  new 
"push-pill"  system  is  underway. 

The  system  consists  of  small, 
separate,  drug  reservoir  units 
placed  in  a  series  inside  a  capsule- 
shaped  dosage  form  with  an  osmotic 
driving  agent  at  one  -end.  The 
exterior  of  the  capsule  is  a  rate- 
controlling  membrane  that 
regulates  the  speed  at  which  water 
enters  the  capsule  and  consequently 
the  rate  of  delivery  of  the  drug 
through  an  exit  port  in  the  capsule. 


The  system  can  release  the  drug 
at  a  constant  rate,  or  can  be 
programmed  to  provide  delayed, 
patterned  or  pulsatile  release. 
Multiple  drugs  can  be  delivered  by 
this  system  either  in  combination  or 
on  a  sequential  basis. 

Gemfibrozil,  an  insoluble 
compound  with  a  short  half-life, 
requires  high  daily  doses  for  therapy 
and  therefore  is  particularly  suited 
to  this  system  of  delivery.  Once  the 
development  and  clinical 
programme  have  been  completed 
and  regulatory  approval  received, 
the  product  will  probably  be 
manufactured  by  Alza  and 
marketed  by  Warner  Lambert.  The 
two  companies  are  presently 
negotiating  final  contract  terms.

Antifungal  creams  for  the  relief 
of  external  itching  of  vaginal 
thrush  have  been  available  from 
the  pharmacy  for  many  years. 
But  Femeron  (2  per  cent 
miconazole)  was  the  first  to  be 
marketed  specifically  for  the 
OTC  treatment  of  vaginal  thrush 
(Counterpoints,  March  14). 

Now  the  Presription-only  to 
Pharmacy-only  switch  of  higher 
strengths  of  clotrimazole  has 
made  Canesten  10  per  cent  VC 
available  as  the  first  Pharmacy 
medicine  for  the  internal 
treatment  of  thrush 
(Counterpoints  this  week). 

Econazole,  isoconazole, 
higher  strengths  of  miconazole 
and  their  nitrates,  are  expected 
to  join  clotrimazole  over  the 
next  few  months,  as  Schedule  1 
(1)  of  the  Prescription  Only 
Medicines  Order  is  amended.  So 
the  variety  of  OTC  thrush 
treatments  will  grow. 

Symptoms 

Around  three  quarters  of 
women  will  suffer  from  vaginal 
candidosis,  or  thrush,  at  some 
time  in  their  lives  —  around  4 
million  women  suffer  each  year. 
Although  it  is  a  self-limiting 
condition,  it  can  be  extremely 
irritating,  unpleasant  and 
inconvenient  for  the  sufferer. 

Symptoms  of  vaginal  thrush 
include  itching  and  soreness  of 
the  vagina  and  vulva, 
sometimes  accompanied  by 
redness  or  swelling  of  the  area. 
Many  women  also  experience  a 
thick,  curd-like,  whitish  vaginal 
discharge.  Vaginal  dryness  can 
also  lead  to  painful  intercourse. 
Thrush  is  not  associated  with 
poor  hygiene  or  diet. 

Vaginal  thrush  is  usually 
caused  by  the  yeast  Candida 
albicans,  though  other  species 
of  Candida  may  be  involved. 
Candida  is  often  found  at  low 
levels  in  the  mouth,  bowel  and 
vagina,  usually  without  causing 
problems. 

But  thrush  may  occur  when 
Candida  flourishes  in  warm, 
moist  environments,  under

favourable  chemical  conditions, 
or  if  the  vagina  becomes  more 
alkaline.

Recognising  signs  and  symptoms 

Bayer  say  that  in  a  recent  survey  of  over  4,000  women,  92  per  cent 
of  women  who  had  suffered  from  thrush  said  they  would  feel  able 
to  recognise  the  symptoms  again. 

However,  the  patient  should  always  be  referred  to  their  GP  in  the 
following  cases: 

•  First-time  sufferers 

•  Women  suffering  more  than  two  attacks  in  six  months 

•  Women  who  are  or  who  suspect  they  may  be  pregnant 

•  Those  women  aged  under  16  or  over  60 

•  Women  with  a  history  of  sexually  transmitted  disease  or  exposure 
to  a  partner  with  sexually  transmitted  disease 

•  The  presence  of  additional  symptoms  such  as: 

-  Irregular  vaginal  bleeding 

-  Blood-stained  discharge 

-  Foul-smelling  vaginal  discharge 

-  Vulval  or  vaginal  ulcers,  sores  or  blisters 

-  Pain  or  difficulty  in  passing  urine 

-  Fever  or  chills 

-  Any  associated  lower  abdominal  pain  or  pain  on  urination 

-  Diarrhoea,  nausea  or  vomiting 

-  Adverse  effects  with  treatments  eg  redness,  irritation  or  swelling 

-  Known  hypersensitivity  to  vaginal  antifungals 
Generally,  patients  should  not  be  advised  to  try  home-spun 

remedies  —  most  will  not  help  thrush  and  many  can  make  it  worse 
by  causing  allergies,  irritation  or  making  the  skin  moist  and 
susceptible  to  infection.  For  example,  antiseptics  and  vinegar  can 
aggravate  itching  and  soreness,  and  irritated  damaged  skin  is  more 
susceptible  to  thrush. 

But  natural  yoghurt  applied  on  a  tampon,  or  half  a  teaspoon  of 
salt  in  a  pint  of  water,  may  help  soothe  itching. 


pill  may  alter  vaginal  glycogen 
levels,  leading  to  a  reduction  in 
Lactobacilli.  And  antibiotics  also 
cause  a  reduction  by  upsetting 
the  normal  balance  of 
Lactobacilli  and  fungi.  Oral 
steroids  may  also  make  patients 
more  susceptible  to  vaginal 
thrush. 

Canesten  VC 

The  intravaginal  cream 
Canesten  1 0  per  cent  VC  is  said 
to  be  effective  overnight  in  over 
90  per  cent  of  cases,  while  the 
symptoms  clear  within  one  to 
two  days. 

The  single  dose  is  said  to  be  as 
effective  as  longer  courses  of 
treatment.  However,  Bayer  say 
that  in  clinical  trials  women 
preferred  a  cream  to  a  tablet 
pessary  because  it  brings

immediate  relief  and  is  more 
soothing. 

External  use  only 

Creams  for  external  use  like 
Femeron  (2  per  cent 
miconazole)  and  Canesten  (1 
per  cent  clotrimazole)  are 
indicated  for  the  external  relief 
of  the  itchiness  associated  with 
thrush.  They  will  not  treat  the 
infection  at  the  source,  which  is 
usually  high  in  the  vagina. 

However,  senior  product 
manager  of  Femeron,  Sarah 
Nesbitt,  says  Femeron  can  be 
recommended  for  the  relief  of 
external  itching  in  these  cases: 

•  In  conjunction  with  an 
internal  preparation  for  the 
daytime  relief  of  external 
itching  (internal  treatment 
should  preferably  be  applied  at 
night) 

•  To  provide  temporary  relief 
when  a  sufferer  is  referred  to 
their  GP  rather  than  given  an 
internal  preparation 

•  For  women  who  suffer  each 
month  with  mild  itching 
associated  with  the  menstrual 
cycle.  This  usually  occurs  before 
or  after  a  period. 

Femeron  should  be  applied 
each  morning  and  night  to  the 
external  vaginal  area  after 
washing  with  warm  water  and 
drying  gently.  It  is  important 
that  the  sufferer  is  referred  to 
their  GP  if  no  improvement  is 
seen  after  seven  days. 


Advice  on  prevention 

The  following  advice  may  help  sufferers  prevent  another  attack  of 
thrush: 

1 .  Avoid  irritants  like: 

•  Highly  perfumed  soaps  and  bubble  bath  —  use  unperfumed 
ones  instead 

•  Vaginal  deodorants  and  antiseptics 

•  Biological  washing  powders 

•  Really  hot  baths 

2.  Wear: 

•  Stockings  instead  of  tights 

•  Loose  fitting  clothes 

•  Cotton  underpants 

3.  Always  wash  and  wipe  from  the  front  to  the  back  to  avoid 
contaminating  the  vagina  with  yeast  that  may  be  present  in  the 
bowel 

4.  Candida-iree  diets  have  no  scientific  basis  and  should  not  be 
recommended 

5.  Women  who  are  prone  to  thrush  can  be  recommended  a  thrush 
treatment  if  they  are  prescribed  antibiotics. 

It  is  important  to  ensure  that  sufferers  know  that  many 
treatments  for  vaginal  thrush  can  affect  rubber  contraceptives  such 
as  condoms  and  diaphragms.

South  Cheshire  Branch  proposed 
a  motion  deploring  Council's 
decision  to  approve 
pharmacists'  involvement  in 
training  dispensary  assistants  in 
doctors'  surgeries. 

Steven  Williams  said  it  was  in 
patients'  best  interests  that 
dispensing  should  be  carried  out 
under  pharmacist  supervision. 
Most  dispensing  in  surgeries  was 
done  by  untrained, 
unsupervised  staff.  While  the 
branch  did  not  oppose  training 
of  doctors'  assistants,  it  felt  this 
training  did  not  equip  them  to 
dispense  unsupervised  and  he 
was  concerned  that  the  Society 
was  condoning  lower  standards. 

The  Society  must  do 
everything  to  promote  the 
pharmacy  degree  as  the  only 
qualification  suited  for 
dispensing  and  should 
encourage  all  dispensing 
doctors'  practices  to  employ  a 
pharmacist,  he  said. 

Seconding,  Bill  Brookes  said 
that  by  approving  pharmacists' 
involvement  in  training,  the 
Society  appeared  to  be 
approving  unsupervised 
dispensing. 

Roger  Mills,  Slough,  pointed 
out  that  doctor  dispensing  was 
here  to  stay  and  he  felt  that 
doctors'  assistants  should  not  be 
trained  without  input  from 
pharmacists.  Joyce  Day,  North 
Staffs,  thought  the  solution  was 
for  dispensing  doctors  to  use 
some  of  their  profits  to  employ 
pharmacists,  while  Dengar 
Evans,  Gwent  —  opposing  the 
motion  —  felt  that  the  future 
lay  in  co-operation  with  other 
professions,  not  in  conflict.  He 
envisaged  a  situation  in  which 
pharmacists  worked  alongside 
GPs,  interpreting  their 
diagnoses  in  pharmacological 
terms.  The  motion  was  carried. 

Freedom  to  canvas 

East  Metropolitan  and  Moray 
Branches  proposed  that 
pharmacists  standing  in  Council 
elections  should  be  allowed 
greater  freedom  to  promote 
themselves  and  their  views.  The 
branches  thought  candidates 
should  be  allowed  to  canvas 
openly  during  the  year,  rather 
than  covertly  by  means  of 
conferences  and  other 
newsworthy  events. 

"Electorally  speaking,  we  are 
an  apathetic  and  cynical 
membership  who  are  so 
under-motivated  that  we 
decline  to  exercise  our  vote," 
said  proposer  David  Ellerby, 
Moray.  "And,  quite  frankly, 
why  bother  taking  time  out  to 
read  the  honeyed  words  of 
some  candidate  who  only  seeks 
to  communicate  at  election  time 
—  or  so  it  would  seem." 

Voters  should  know  exactly 
what  was  on  offer,  and  such  an 
understanding  could  be 
achieved  only  by  discussion, 
explanation  and 
communication.  To  those  who 
thought  that  uncontrolled 
canvassing  would  lower  the 
profession's  esteem  with  the 
public  and  Government,  he  said: 
"Surely  a  profession  such  as  ours 
can  be  trusted  to  exhibit 
dignified  professional 
conduct?"  And  it  was  likely  that 
Council  would  produce 
guidance  on  conduct  to  which 


More 
canvassing 
for  Council 
candidates? 

Last  week's  meeting  of  the  Royal 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  branch 
representatives  in  Lambeth  voted  in  favour 
of  Council  candidates  being  able  to  canvas  in 

a  controlled  way  and  urged  Council  to 
examine  the  potential  problem  of  pharmacy 
ownership  being  in  the  hands  of  a  few  large 
companies.  They  also  carried  a  motion  that 
the  supply  of  free  monitored  dosage 
systems  is  unethical.  It  took  on  a  new 
format  this  year,  with  small  discussion 
groups  in  the  afternoon 

candidates  would  adhere  or 
face  disqualification. 

Seconding,  Allan  Asher,  East 
Metropolitan,  said  the 
"moratorium",  which  came 
into  effect  once  candidates 
announced  they  were  standing, 
prevented  them  from 
commenting  on  any  matters  of 
vital  pharmaceutical  interest 
which  happened  in  the 
pre-election  period.  Voters  had 
a  right  to  know  candidates' 
views  on  these  issues. 

Rachel  Barker,  Bradford, 
proposed  an  amendment  that 
candidates  should  have  greater 
freedom  to  promote  themselves 
provided  it  is  to  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Society. 
"Candidates  should  be  given 
equal  opportunities  to  present 
their  views,"  she  said. 
Gary  Choo,  Bradford,  agreed 
that  if  candidates  canvassed 
exclusively  to  a  large  group  or 
multiple,  Council  could  be 
dominated  by  such  groups.  The 
amended  motion  was  carried.

Regional  Council? 

Another  bid  to  decrease  apathy 
at  Council  elections  came  from 
Moray,  who  proposed 
geographical  representation  of 
Council.  This  would  also 
improve  the  accountability  of 
Council  members,  said  proposer 
Donald  Fowlie.  The  present 
system  led  to  pharmacists  living 
a  long  way  from  London  feeling 
remote  from  Council  decisions; 
this  would  not  happen  if  Council 
members  had  to  report  directly 
to  their  constituents. 
The  motion  was  lost. 

Ethical  conscience 

The  motion  attracting  the  most 
discussion  during  the  morning 
was  one  on  "limitations  of 
conscience".  East  Metropolitan 
proposed  that  if  a  pharmacist 
objected  to  supplying 
abortifacients  because  of 
personal  or  religious  beliefs, 


there  should  be  no  requirement 
to  advise  of  an  alternative 
source  of  supply. 

Mike  Anthony  asked  the 
meeting  to  accept  the  views  of 
pharmacists  whose  deeply  held 
beliefs  about  abortion 
precluded  them  from 
recommending  alternative 
sources.  He  found  it  hard  to 
accept  that  this  would  lead  to 
patients  being  deprived  of 
medication.  "My  decision  not  to 
supply  doesn't  mean  that 
another  pharmacist  a  hundred 
yards  down  the  road  will  not  do 
so,"  he  maintained. 

Incorporating  the 
requirement  to  recommend 
alternative  suppliers  in  the  new 
Code  of  Ethics  meant  that 
pharmacists  who  did  not  comply 
risked  being  struck  off.  To 
oppose  the  motion  would  be  to 
say  that  a  competent,  caring 
pharmacists  was  unfit  to 
practise  just  because  he  was 
acting  on  a  matter  of 
conscience. 

Seconding,  Allan  Asher  said 
natural  justice  demanded  that 


no-one  could  dictate  how  an 
individual  should  act  on  a 
matter  of  conscience.  A  code 
which  required  someone  to  act 
against  his  conscience  was  not 
doing  justice  to  a  fellow 
professional. 

Nicola  Gray,  BPSA,  pointed 
out  that  matters  of  conscience 
arose  in  many  other  areas  of  a 
pharmacist's  professional  life, 
such  as  whether  they  should 
supply  life-prolonging 
medicines  to  an  elderly  patient 
with  a  very  poor  quality  of  life. 
These  topics  were  so 
contentious  she  felt  no  decision 
could  be  made  and  she  asked 
the  meeting  to  abstain. 

Other  speakers  wondered 
what  would  happen  if  they 
refused  to  supply  when  the 
nearest  other  pharmacy  was  25 
miles  away,  or  if  they  were  on 
rota  and  no  other  pharmacy  was 
open.  It  was  also  a  matter  of 
professional  conscience  for 
pharmacists  to  deny  a  service

that  was  available  by  law.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

Exam  fee  debate 

The  vexed  question  of  whether 
or  not  pharmacy  graduates 
should  pay  the  £100  registration 
examination  fee  was  raised 
again  by  the  BPSA,  who 
proposed  that  the  major 
proportion  of  the  costs  should 
be  borne  by  the  whole 
profession  through  an  increase 
in  the  retention  fee.  Nicola  Gray 
said  students  were  concerned 
that  they  were  paying  the  lion's 
share  of  something  that  would 
raise  standards  and  benefit  the 
profession  as  a  whole. 

But  president  David  Coleman 
said  Council  thought  it  would  be 
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unfair  to  put  the  total  cost  of 
the  preregistration  exam  onto 
those  who  were  compelled  by 
law  to  pay  the  full  retention  fee. 
It  would  mean  an  increase  in  fee 
next  year  of  double  the  rate  of 
inflation. 

He  produced  figures  to  show 
that,  overall,  45  per  cent  of  the 
costs  would  be  borne  by  the 
trainees  and  55  per  cent  by  the 
profession  which  Council 
thought  was  a  fair  split  and  in 
line  with  an  undertaking  given 
in  1 988  when  the  matter  was 
first  debated.  The  motion  was 
lost  by  four  votes. 

Script  inducements 

East  Kent  Branch  proposed  that 
the  supply  of  monitored  dosage 
systems  without  reasonable 
payment  was  an  inducement  to

obtain  NHS  prescriptions  and 
therefore  unethical.  Ted  Rooney 
said  some  large  contractors 
supplied  monitored  dosage 
systems  free  as  a  loss  leader  to 
obtain  more  prescriptions, 
which  in  effect  was  equating 
prescription  medicines  to 
ordinary  articles  of  commerce. 

Nicola  Wildish,  East  Kent, 
drew  attention  to  the  pressures 
facing  pharmacies  in  today's 
economic  climate  and  said  that 
this  marketing  to  homes  was  yet 
another  nail  in  the  coffin  of  the 
small  contractor.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

Other  motions 

Other  motions  carried  in  the 
morning  session  were: 

•  The  Society  should  keep  a 
register  of  Council  members' 
interests  similar  to  that  in  which 
MPs  and  local  government 
councillors  had  to  declare  their 
interests. 

•  To  alleviate  the  pressure  on 
accommodation  at  1  Lambeth 
High  Street,  consideration 
should  be  given  to  relocating 
parts  of  the  Society's  operations 
away  from  London. 

•  That  the  Society  and  local 
branch  secretaries,  in 
conjunction  with  BPSA,  should 
provide  pharmacy  current 
affairs  workshops  to  update 
students  at  schools  of  pharmacy. 

A  motion  that  Council  should 
investigate  replacing  the  BRM 
with  an  annual  conference 
between  branch  representatives 
and  Council  was  lost. 


Discussion  group  format  —  drug 
withdrawal  debated 


Eastbourne  and  Macclesfield 
Branches  had  proposed  that 
when  a  drug  had  to  be 
withdrawn  on  safety  grounds, 
there  should  be  arrangements 
to  ensure  that  the  professions 
were  informed  before  the 
general  public.  The  discussion 
group  looked  at  the  systems 
that  were  already  in  place  but 
which  did  not  always  work 
satisfactorily. 

Cascade  arrangements  in 
which  one  person  rang  the  next 
on  the  list  sometimes  failed 
when  it  came  down  to  locums  or 
staff  who  did  not  know  whom 
to  phone  next.  Other 
suggestions  included 
transmitting  information 
through  the  Society's  PINS 
system  to  the  branch  public 
relations  officers,  using  a

freephone  number  funded  by 
Government  or  receiving 
messages  via  computer 
terminals.  The  motion  was 
carried. 

Standard  standard 

Gwent  Branch  proposed  that 
standards  applied  to  pharmacies 
being  considered  for 
preregistration  training  should 
be  applied  to  all  pharmacies. 
The  discussion  group  felt  it  was 
indefensible  to  have  two  sets  of 
standards.  Speakers  did  not 
want  standards  policed  by 
outside  agencies,  but  this  would 
mean  employing  more 
inspectors  and  possibly 
increased  retention  fees. 

No  substitute 

Lincoln  Branch  proposed  that 
community  pharmacists  should 
be  able  to  substitute 
generically,  on  NHS 
prescriptions,  those  drugs  with 
approved  names  listed  in  part 
VIII  of  the  Drug  Tariff.  An 
amendment,  unless  stipulated 
otherwise  by  the  prescriber,  was 
added  after  it  was  pointed  out 
that  community  pharmacies, 
unlike  hospitals,  did  not  have 
access  to  quality  control 
facilities  and  there  could  be 


problems  with  liability  if 
pharmacists  dispensed  products 
differing  from  those  the  doctor 
prescribed. 

When  the  motion  was  put  to 
the  full  meeting,  Desmond 
Higgins,  Macclesfield,  said  it 
was  ridiculous  for 
woolly-minded  pharmacists  to 
force  a  change  in  the  law  to 
erode  even  more  the  returns  to 
the  patent  holder.  David  Leitch, 
Powys,  thought  there  would 
also  be  problems  with 
trademark  infringement,  and 
the  motion  was  lost. 

Dispensing  with 
service? 

Plymouth  Branch  proposed  that 
every  opportunity  should  be 
taken  to  publicise  the  difference 
between  a  dispensing  service 
and  a  full  pharmaceutical 
service,  as  there  appeared  to  be 
confusion  in  the  public's  mind  as 
to  the  difference  between 
doctor  dispensing  and  the 
service  provided  by  a  pharmacy. 
Doctors  often  used  the  words 
pharmaceutical  service  when 
applying  for  dispensing 
contracts  to  FHSAs  who,  as  lay 
people,  may  not  know  the 
difference.  It  was  suggested 
that  Council  should  also 
encourage  use  of  the  word 
pharmacy  instead  of  chemist. 
The  group  decided  that  a 


co-ordinated  public  relations 
campaign  was  needed,  not  to 
knock  doctors  but  to  stress  that 
the  jobs  differed.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

Big  not  beautiful 

Sheffield  Branch  proposed  a 
motion  that  the  trend  towards 
pharmacy  ownership  being  in 
the  hands  of  a  few  large 
companies  was  to  be  regretted 
as  in  the  future  this  might  not 
be  in  the  interests  of  the 
profession  nor  public.  The 
discussion  group  debated 
whether  multiples  offered  a 
better  or  worse  service  than 
independents,  whether 
pharmacists  were  more 
committed  if  they  worked  in 
their  own  businesses,  and 
whether  a  company  head  office 
was  likely  to  support  or 
over-ride  a  pharmacist  on  a 
matter  of  conscience. 

When  the  motion  was  put  to 
the  full  meeting,  Mike  Hadley, 
Shropshire,  said  it  was 
becoming  increasingly  difficult 
for  ambitious  young 
pharmacists  to  acquire  their 
own  businesses  and  this  could 
result  in  patients'  choice  being 
limited.  He  proposed  an 
amendment  that  the  Society 
should  examine  the  potential 
problem  as  a  matter  of  urgency 
and  the  amended  motion  was 
carried.

"The  canvas  on  which  the 
future  of  community  pharmacy 
is  being  drawn  is  very  large  and 
very  demanding,"  RPSGB 
I  Council  member  Noel  Baumber, 
I  told  the  Chiltern  Conference. 
"And  you'll  soon  find  that  out 
because  you're  the  ones  who 
are  going  to  paint  every  square 
inch  of  it. 

"You're  the  ones  meeting  the 
challenges  and  if  you  don't  start 
by  looking  at  yourself  and  your 
own  ability  to  respond,  then 
those  challenges  will  go  unmet 
in  your  particular  pharmacy  and 
all  of  community  pharmacy  will 
suffer  as  a  result,"  he  said. 
"Community  pharmacy  always 
has  been  only  as  good  as  the 
'  nearest  pharmacy  or 
pharmacist." 

Looking  at  the  challenges 
facing  community  pharmacists, 
Mr  Baumber  said  that  the 
service  given  with  medicines  is, 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  even 
more  important. 

"I  think  there  are  great 
prospects  for  the  future  which 
are  on  the  agenda  with 
Government  for  the  first  time 
because  of  the  hard  work  and 
thought  of  individual 
pharmacists  and  the  leaders  of 
our  profession,"  he  said.  "I 
believe  the  profession  is 
evolving,  not  dying,  and  that 
there  are  at  least  20,600  ways 
out  of  apathy." 

Goal  happy? 

Pharmacy  should  be  one  of  the 
happiest  of  all  professions  at  the 
moment  because  they  have 
many  new  goals  to  achieve,  he 
added. 

One  of  the  main  challenges 
was  the  need  for  standards 
which  the  profession  should 
know  about  and  improve  before 
anyone  else  sat  in  judgment, 
said  Mr  Baumber. 

He  recommended  that  all 
pharmacists  read  the  Working 
Party  report  on  audit  because 
this,  he  said,  was  the  future  for 
all  pharmacy,  not  just  in  the 
community.  "It  helps  you  begin 
to  understand  that  the  way 
forward  is  a  process  of 
continuous  review  of  what 
you're  doing  and  how  you're 
doing  it,"  he  said.  "Audit  will 
be  a  fundamental  tool  and  it 
should  help  us  approach  all 
these  challenges  with  some 
confidence." 

Pharmacists  should  also 
consider  the  standards  of 
presentation  in  the  community, 
he  continued.  "If  we  wanted  to 
be  associated  with  wisdom  and 
power  we  would  be  wearing 
robes  and  not  white  coats,"  he 
said.  "Although  medicine  is 
magical  it  is  no  longer  a  myth. 
The  profession  does  not  need  a 
white  coat,  particularly  if  it  is 
unbuttoned  and  unwashed." 

Now  you  see  us... 

One  of  the  major  challenges  is 
that  invisibility  has  problems  of 
credibility,  said  Mr  Baumber. 
Community  pharmacy  provides 
many  invisible  services  which 
the  public  won't  "buy"  if  they 
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One  year  into 
the  new  NHS

can't  see  what  is  on  offer.  "We 
have  to  make  a  complicated 
part  of  the  NHS  visible,"  he  said. 

"It's  important  not  just  for 
PSNC,  the  Society,  and  the  NPA, 
but  for  all  the  individuals  to 
work  together  and  not  to  fall 
out  over  things,"  he  told 
delegates. 

Mr  Baumber  went  on  to 
criticise  PSNC's  approach  to  the 
setting  up  of  more  local 
initiatives  in  the  light  of  the 
Working  Party  report  on  the 
future  of  community  pharmacy. 

"It  wasn't  very  helpful,  I  don't 
think,  for  PSNC  to  ask  people 
not  to  go  forward  and  do 
projects  now  on  the 
recommendations,"  he  said. 
"We  have  to  start  somewhere 
because  we  don't  understand  all 
the  implications  in  the  report. 
There's  a  lot  of  basic  work  to  do 
and  a  lot  of  proving  work 
before  we  get  anywhere  near 
saying  'This  is  what  shall  be'  and 
then  What  are  we  going  to  get 
paid  for  it'." 

In  order  to  meet  all  the 
challenges  ahead,  the 
pharmacist's  approach  should 
be  the  three  Es,  said  Mr 
Baumber  —  enthusiasm, 
excellence  and  expertise.  The 
result  would  be  self-knowledge, 
self-confidence  and  self-reliance 
on  the  part  of  the  public. 

It  was  also  important  that 
pharmacists  equipped 
themselves  with  all  the 
necessary  knowledge,  texts  and 
Government  documents  to  be 
able  to  understand  the  issues 
and  communicate  with  both  the 
public  and  other  health 
professionals. 

"If  we're  supposed  to  be 
getting  our  brains  together  and 
presenting  a  common  front  with 
doctors,  with  FHSAs  and  with 
everybody  in  the  health  sector 
to  tell  consumers  about  health 
promotion,  we've  got  to  be 
reading  the  right  documents, 


absorbing  the  facts  and  the 
recommendations." 

And  Mr  Baumber  finished  by 
saying  that  although  there  was 
a  lot  of  work  to  do,  there  was 
time.  "It  is  the  approach  that 
matters,"  he  said. 


Dr  Jeanette  Naish  of  the 
Department  of  General  Practice 
and  Primary  Care,  Joint  Medical 
College  of  St  Bartholomew's  and 
the  London  Hospital,  talked  about 
the  new  regime  for  GP  prescribing. 
The  shift  in  prescribing  from  the 
hospital  sector  to  general  practice 
had  received  a  lot  of  publicity. 
However,  she  said  that  maybe  cost 
was  not  so  much  a  problem  as  the 
fact  that  some  of  these  treatments 
were  very  specialised 


US  pharmacists 
take  legal  moves 
over  counselling 


In  one  state  in  America, 
pharmacists  have  moved  to 
propose  a  law  which  would 
mean  only  pharmacists,  and  not 
technicians,  could  counsel 
patients,  Dr  Peter  Wilson, 
regional  pharmacy 
development  manager  at  North 
West  Thames  RHA,  told  the 
Chiltern  conference. 

"When  you  think  about  the 
role  of  the  pharmacist  using  his 
clinical  and  scientific 
information,  making  use  of  the 
intellectual  skills  that  our 
education  gives  us,  this  is  a 
logical  step  to  take,"  he  said. 

Speaking  on  the  organisation 
and  deployment  of  pharmacists 
in  the  NHS,  Dr  Wilson  pointed 
out  that  changes  in  the  general 
pattern  of  work,  of  the  role  of 
hospital  pharmacists,  and  of 
advances  in  technology,  had 
important  implications. 

Over  the  years,  there  had 
been  a  shift  away  from  manual 
tasks  towards  jobs  based  on 
services  and  information.  The 
conclusion  was  that  there  was  a 
very  big  niche  for  professionals, 
he  said. 

Predictions  for  the  future  also 


showed  there  were  likely  to  be 
fewer  jobs  and  more 
unemployment,  he  said.  A  shift 
towards  more  part-time 
working  was  necessary,  with 
people  working  fewer  hours 
throughout  their  lives. 

Culture  shifts 

Asking  how  this  would  affect 
the  professions,  Dr  Wilson 
identified: 

•  A  shift  from  a  training  culture 
to  a  retention  culture  —  A 
trainee  took  a  lot  of  investment, 
however,  80  per  cent  of  the 
pharmacists  in  NW  Thames  were 
female  and  may  need  a  career 
break.  Significant  initiatives  and 
more  flexible  working 
arrangements  were  necessary  to 
retain  staff. 

•  A  shift  from  rotation  mobility 
to  specialism  and  stability  —  It 
was  important  that  hospital 
pharmacists  moved  away  from 
rotational  posts  towards 
becoming  stable  and  making 
careers  in  clinical  pharmacy. 

•  A  shift  from  operational 
pharmacists  to  operational 
technicians. 

•  A  shift  from  full-time  to 
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'You  can  rely  on 
FHSAs' 


"You  can  rely  on  FHSAs  to  press 
for  funding  for  your  on-going 
education  and  the  more 
effective  use  of  your  skills, 
because  we  believe  it  will  show 
demonstrable  benefits  to  the 
public." 

This  was  the  upbeat  message 
from  Renee  Myers,  chairman  of 
Brent  and  Harrow  Family  Health 
Services  Authority,  who  said  she 
held  pharmacists  in  regard  and 
was  amazed  they  were  not  used 
more.  "You  are  a  very  modest 
profession,"  she  told  delegates. 
"If  I  were  leading  you  I'd  be 
shouting  the  odds  from  all  the 
street  corners.  Somebody  ought 
to  be  doing  that  for  you! 

"I'm  always  conscious  that  if 
you  were  not  such  an  alert 
body,  many  of  your  customers 
and  many  of  the  doctors' 
patients  would  be  more  at  risk 
and  so  subsequently,  of  course, 
would  the  doctors." 

However,  Mrs  Myers  said  that 
pharmacists  needed  broader 
and  on-going  training  if  their 
education  and  abilities  were  to 
be  fully  utilised  and  fully 
exploited. 

Dedicated  pharmacists  were 
already  doing  their  best  to 
constantly  update  their 
education,  she  said.  There  were 
many  pharmacists  who 
exemplified  good  practice  and 
who  performed  a  function  of

flexible  employment  —  Not  all 
jobs  needed  to  be  done 
between  the  hours  of  9am  and 
5pm  and  more  use  could  be 
made  of  networking,  with 
employees  linked  by  computer. 

Speaking  specifically  of 
hospital  pharmacists,  Dr  Wilson, 
said  that  there  were  now  two 
distinct  roles  —  service  delivery 
and  clinical  adviser. 

Service  delivery  involved 
dispensing,  delivery, 
manufacturing  and  quality 
control/assurance.  This  is 
overseen  by  an  operations 
manager  and  some  hospitals 
now  employed  non-pharmacists 


the  finest  kind. 

"But  there  are  also  those 
among  you  who  merely 
dispense  scripts  —  they  do  not 
offer  that  attention  which  their 
training  and  the  spirit  of  the 
legislation  has  intended.  These 
are  not  the  pharmacists  of  the 
future,"  she  declared. 

Mrs  Myers  said  that  she  had 
always  hoped  that  FHSAs  would 
be  supplied  with  the  cash  to 
assist  in  the  postgraduate 
education  of  pharmacists  as  well 
as  doctors,  but  so  far  this  had 
not  happened. 

'About  time!' 

She  praised  the  High  Street 
Health  scheme  in  Barnet  and 
also  welcomed  the  setting  up  of 
the  Centre  for  Pharmacy 
Postgraduate  Education  in 
Manchester.  Her  reaction  to  the 
recommendations  in  the 
Working  Party  report  was 
"About  time". 

"The  responsibility  for  health 
provision  is  one  we  all  share,  but 
you  in  the  High  Street  are  in  the 
fore  front,"  she  said.  "If  the 
nation  is  truly  to  be  health-gain 
focused,  it  is  you  who  are 
accessible  to  people's  homes,  to 
their  places  of  work,  and  who 
are  available  at  convenient 
times  of  the  day.  It  is  you, 
together  with  your  other 
professional  colleagues,  who 


in  this  role.  "The  day  when 
hiring  expensive  pharmacists  to 
do  a  job  which  a  technician  can 
do  equally  well,  has  passed  us," 
said  Dr  Wilson. 

The  challenge  and  the  future 
for  both  community  and 
hospital  pharmacists  was  as 
clinical  advisers,  providing 
information  on  drugs,  finance, 
trend  and  volumes  and  clinical 
data,  he  said,  and  the  structure 
of  the  NHS  reforms  enabled  this 
to  be  done. 

RHA  links 

Although  regional  health 
authorities  have  had  little  to  do 
with  community  pharmacy  in 
the  past,  this  might  change  with 
the  new  agenda  under  the  NHS 
reforms,  he  continued. 

"I  think  the  new  agenda 
creates  some  exciting 
opportunities  and  gives  us  the 
chance  to  facilitate  change  from 
the  RHA,  through  family  health 
services  authorities  and  EC 
directives." 

Dr  Wilson  said  that 
postgraduate  education  was 
vital  to  helping  community 
pharmacists  develop  their  new 
roles.  He  has  been  successful  in 
getting  funding  from  region  for 
places  on  the  new  diploma  in 
community  pharmacy  being  run 
at  Kings. 

The  RHA  has  also  identified 
resources  to  support  research  to 
develop  procedures  for  audit  in 
community  pharmacy.  It  was 
absolutely  vital  that  community 
pharmacists  participated  in 
clinical  audit  and  peer  review, 
he  said. 


can  effect  the  greatest  change." 

In  return,  said  Mrs  Myers,  the 
FHSA  undertook  to  pay 
dispensing  payments  on  time 
and  to  help  resolve  any 
problems  which  arose  as  soon  as 
possible.  Her  own  FHSA  had  also 
joined  with  Harrow  and 
Parkside  Health  Authority  to 
produce  a  medicines  record 
booklet  for  patients,  designed 
by  the  clinical  department  at 


Watford  General  Hospital.  It 
was,  she  said,  a  good,  all  round 
collaborative  effort.

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and  insect  bites 
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Unichem:  the  new  man 

at  the  wheel 


Jeff  Harris,  the  new  chief 
executive  of  Unichem,  does  not 
have  a  Rolls  Royce,  nor  does  he 
plan  to  get  one.  He  is  happy 
with  his  current  Mercedes. 

If  you  believe  something  of  a 
man's  character  is  reflected  in 
the  kind  of  car  he  chooses  to 
drive,  the  Jeff  Harris  style  is 
urbane,  understated  efficiency 
—  a  determination  to  get  to  a 
destination  without 
unnecessary  fuss.  Words  like 
democratic  and  meritocratic 
come  unself-consciously  to  Mr 
Harris  to  describe  his  style  of 
running  Unichem. 

It  is  no  more  than  you  would 
expect  from  a  man  of  his 
background.  "My  family  were 
all  farmers  down  in  the  West 
country  and  I  was  the  third 
son,"  recalls  Mr  Harris.  "My 
father  died  when  I  was  10  and  I 
started  to  build  my  own  life 
from  then  on." 


With  a  new  chief  executive  at  the  head  of 
the  company,  Unichem  has  started  a  fresh 
chapter.  Business  Editor  Zack  Goldring  went 
to  the  company's  Chessington  headquarters 
to  find  out  more  about  the  man  and  his 
ideas  during  his  first  week  in  office 

Boarding  school  was  followed 
by  a  zoology  course  at 
Southampton  University  —  "I 
was  thinking  still 
'veterinary/agriculture'  as  a 
career"  —  before  he  found  his 
true  vocation,  accountancy. 

Career  move 

"I  lighted  on  an  area  I  really 
enjoy,"  he  says.  "The 
accountancy  profession  has  a 
reputation  of  being  staid  and 
boring  but  I  was  doing  a  fair 
amount  of  project  work  for 


some  of  the  bigger  companies. 

"I  got  an  insight  into  the  way 
good  and  bad  companies  were 
run  and  it  taught  me  a  lot  about 
how  business  men  tick  and  how 
management  teams  work. 

The  work  took  Mr  Harris 
overseas  "a  reasonable 
amount",  but  to  his  regret  he 
didn't  pick  up  any  languages. 

"I  saw  a  lot  of  European 
operations  and  much  of  it  has 
been  relevant  to  what  Unichem 
are  doing  now.  But  I  am  a 
terrible  linguist;  I  can  just  about 


read  a  menu  and  order  a  meal  in 
French." 

Mr  Harris's  first  contact  with 
Unichem  was  in  his  role  as  an 
accountant,  when  he  was 
brought  in  by  the  then  finance 
director,  Ray  Monaghan  on 
Unichem's  audit.  MrHarriswas 
spotted  by  Mr  Monaghan  and 
he  was  offered  the  job  of  chief 
accountant. 

True  to  his  character,  Mr 
Harris  thought  long  and  hard 
before  he  accepted.  "When  I 
joined  them  in  1985  Unichem 
was  already  a  well-run  company 
with  a  record  of  good 
innovation;  it  looked  a  good 
risk."  He  now  says  accepting  the 
offer  was  the  best  decision  he 
ever  made. 

Once  in,  Mr  Harris  moved 
swiftly  towards  the  boardroom. 
Ray  Monaghan  retired.  First  Mr 
Harris  was  made  chief  financial 
office  and  a  year  later,  finance 
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director  of  Unichem. 

After  Mr  Monaghan  left,  Jeff 
Harris  found  he  had  a  early 
opportunity  to  make  his  mark  in 
the  company.  "When  I  took 
over  from  Ray  there  were  just  a 
handful  of  papers  in  the  in-tray, 
and  one  was  a  study  for  the 
Unichem  share  scheme. 

"It  seemed  a  tremendous, 
unique  opportunity  —  a  total 
one-off.  I  took  it  to  the  full 
board  (the  pharmacy  board)  and 
sold  it  to  them.  They  could  see 
what  a  springboard  it  could  be 
for  Unichem,  and  in  the  event  it 
was  a  tremendous  success. 
I  like  to  think  it  was  I  who 
caused  the  scheme  to  be 
re-examined  by  Unichem." 

However,  he  admits  that  even 
today  he  is  disappointed  with 
the  MMC  decision  which 
signalled  the  end  of  the  scheme. 

The  scheme,  though  history 
now,  illustrates  Mr  Harris' 
management  style. 

Team  management 

"Management  has  got  to  be  a 
team  exercise;  my  own  expertise 
is  going  to  be  supplemented  by 
a  strong  team  around  me.  I 
believe  we  have  got  to  use  the 
expertise  in  Unichem  more  fully. 

"There  was  a  considerable 
element  among  the  Unichem 
members  who  didn't  think  the 
share  scheme  was  a  good  thing, 
but  we  won  over  many  of  the 
doubters  by  persuasion.  That  is 
the  way  the  Unichem  board 
should  be  run  today;  if  the 
board  approaches  things  with 
an  open  mind  we  should  end  up 
with  consensus  on  all  the 
important  things." 

Mr  Harris  believes  strongly 
that  part  of  the  success  of 
Unichem's  management  has 
been  to  spot  trends  in 
pharmaceutical  wholesaling  and 
to  respond  to  them  early.  He 
points  to  the  company's  early  — 
possibly  the  first,  Mr  Harris 
believes  —  use  of  computers  and 
Unichem's  relatively  small 
number  of  depots. 

"Creating  your  own  luck 
means  anticipating  change 
well,"  he  says.  So  where  does  he 
see  the  future  of 
pharmaceutical  wholesaling 
now? 

Wholesale 
rationalisation 

"There  is  change  and  the 
change  is  being  driven  by 
external  factors.  There  will  be 
an  inexorable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  depots  nationally. 
Quite  a  lot  will  go  with 
rationalisation  in  AAH,  but 
regionals  will  come  under 
pressure,  too." 

He  believes  that  regional 
wholesalers  will  not  be  able  to 
afford  to  buy  the  larger  retailers 
as  they  come  up  for  sale  in  the 
next  few  years,  as  many  will. 

"There  will  be  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  pharmacists 
owning  leading  pharmacies.  It 
means  there  is  going  to  be  a 
closer  relationship  between 
manager  and  wholesaler.  The 
shops  are  being  bought  by 
Lloyds,  AAH  and  Unichem  and  it 
will  be  a  pressure  some 
regionals  won't  be  able  to 
resist." 

He  sees  about  half  the  existing 


number  of  depots  across  the 
country  disappearing  over  the 
next  five  years. 

He  is  uncompromising  in  his 
view  of  Lloyds  Chemists, 
another  factor  in  the  changing 
face  of  wholesaling.  "I  find  the 
public  statement  that  Allen 
Lloyd  wishes  to  go  into 
pharmaceutical  wholesaling 
pretty  bizarre.  Unlike 
wholesaling  he  is  in  a  high 
margin  business,  and  though  he 
distributes  to  his  own  shops  that 
is  different  from  distribution  to 
independent  retailers. 

"However,  if  he  does  take  this 
route  the  pressure  will  be  on  the 
other  wholesalers.  Cherry 
picking  is  something  we  would 
have  to  watch;  the  British 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Wholesalers  want  selective 
discounts  to  compete  with 
short-liners.  The  DoH  may  have 
to  resolve  this  on  behalf  of 
full-line  wholesalers. 

Meeting  Lloyds' 
threat  * 

"If  we  have  Lloyds  as  an  active 
short-liner,  full-liners  will  have 
to  respond  in  some  way.  This  is 
the  kind  of  pressure  which  could 
lead  to  a  change  in  the 
distribution  frequency." 

On  a  more  positive  note,  Mr 
Harris  feels  strongly  that 
pharmaceutical  wholesaling  will 
become  more  European.  "But 
there  are  difficulties,  one  of 
which  is  the  differing  habits  on 
investment  between  Europe 
and  Britain.  The  Germans, 
Italians  and  French  have  a 
longer  term  view  on  return  on 
capital. 

"If  Unichem  are  not  in  Europe 
I  believe  that  in  1 0  years  time  we 
could  be  like  a  regional 
wholesaler  in  the  UK  in 
European  terms.  I  am  convinced 
the  market  will  become 
internationalised. 

"The  future  for  Unichem 
seems  to  be  more  diversification 
via  PAG,  Unichem's  joint 
venture  with  European 
wholesalers.  Through  PAG  we 
can  develop  links  with  the  larger 
European  markets  and  get 
benefits  form  the  flow  of  goods 
around  Europe." 

He  admits  there  is  a  degree  of 
worry  about  wholesalers  as 
international  players  from 
manufacturers,  but  sees  the 
wholesaler-manufacturer 
relationship  as  symbiotic  rather 
than  competitive.  "I  would  very 
much  like  to  find  areas  of 
working  together  with 
manufacturers  in  Europe.  For 
instance,  there  should  be 
opportunities  to  introduce  new 
products  into  two  or  three 
countries  at  once  together  with 
the  necessary  customer 
information. 

Mr  Harris  believes  strongly 
that  Unichem's  recently 
acquired  Portuguese 
wholesalers  are  the  right  size  of 
businesses  with  which  to  get 
experience  of  Europe,  and  he  is 
conscious  that  this  will  be 
judged  as  his  first  decision  as 
chief  executive. 

"Portugal  was  a  rare 
opportunity,  one  where  there 
are  affiliations  with  the  UK  and 
where  we  can  see  how  to 
rationalise  the  businesses  to  get 


returns.  They  are  small  but  well 
run  businesses  where  we  can 
take  in  our  expertise  in 
computing  and  marketing  and 
grow  them. 

"Portugal  has  shown  a  1 7  per 
cent  growth  over  the  past  two 
years,  and  as  Portugal  is  now  a 
member  of  the  EC  there  is 
finance  from  Jacques  Delors." 

No  drastic  changes 

In  the  UK  Mr  Harris  is  not 
expecting  any  drastic  changes. 
He  is  particularly  pleased  with 
Unichem's  marketing  drive  this 
year  and  says  the  company  is 
trying  harder  to  get  closer  to  the 
customer  base  —  "I'm  certainly 
getting  out  more".  Like  his 
predecessor,  Peter  Dodd,  Mr 
Harris  still  allows  customers  who 
phone  Unichem  to  get  through 
to  him  when  they  wish  to  do  so. 

Mr  Harris  admits  the  franchise 
scheme  is  now  dwarfed  by 
Unichem's  Moss  retail  chain,  but 
insists  it  was  never  envisaged  in 
the  short  term  to  have  hundreds 
of  shops. 

"We  are  very  much  in  the 
market  for  retail  stores  and  are 
constantly  on  the  look-out.  The 
financial  criteria  we  are  using  to 
assess  whether  a  business  is  a 
suitable  acquisition  for 
franchising  or  developing  the 
retail  chain  are  not  that  much 
different.  The  decision  is  rather 
a  function  of  size,  geography, 
and  the  business'  potential. 

"Ideally  we  are  looking  to  put 
franchisees  into  businesses  they 
can  expect  to  be  able  to  buy  at 
the  end  of  the  deal.  It  means 


putting  people  into  shops  they 
can  afford.  We  are  not  going  to 
franchise  fast-growth  businesses 
in  urban  areas  but  established, 
traditional  businesses.  You  have 
got  to  be  among  the  best  of 
retailers  to  make  a  go  of  a 
franchise. 

"Barry  Andrews  has  been 
given  full  responsibility  for  the 
Moss  chain.  We  want  to 
maintain  ethical  standards  at 
Moss  and  Mr  Andrews,  a 
pharmacist  known  for  his  highly 
ethical  approach,  has  been 
given  the  freedom  to  do  this." 

Mr  Harris  sees  potential  for 
growth  for  Unichem  with  trust 
hospital  business,  a  market 
currently  dominated  by  AAH 
and  by  direct  sales  from  the 
manufacturers.  "Why  aren't 
manufacturers  using 
wholesalers  more  to  distribute 
to  hospitals?"  asks  Mr  Harris.  He 
sees  it  as  an  opportunity  for 
Unichem. 

Mean  and  lean? 

"The  best  defence  against 
merger  is  running  your  business 
tightly,"  says  Mr  Harris.  "We 
still  run  a  fairly  lean  operation; 
we  always  have  done  and 
despite  the  odd  Rolls  Royce, 
core  overheads  are  pretty 
tightly  controlled." 

So  Jeff  Harris  will  stick  to  his 
Mercedes.  But  the  urbanity  of 
the  man  can  be  deceptive: 
"Don't  think  that  just  because 
Peter  Dodd  has  gone  the 
toughness  has  gone  from 
Unichem,"  he  told  C&D, 
"because  it  hasn't."

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On  the  social 
consequences  of 
removing  Pill 
exemption 

I  write  in  response  to  the  article 
"De-sugaring  the  Pill"  which 
appeared  in  Chemist  &  Druggist 
last  week.  I  feel  the  author 
understates  the  effects 
accompanying  an  imposition  of 
prescription  charges  for  oral 
contraceptives.  While  Theo  Tyne 
correctly  points  out  that  certain 
social  groupings  would  retain 
their  exemption  from  such 
charges,  their  potential  impact  on 
those  individuals  who  do  not 
receive  Income  Support  or  Family 
Credit,  but  who  are  in  low  paid 
employment,  is  ignored. 

I  believe  that  most,  if  not  all, 
active  community  pharmacists 
periodically  come  across  the 
situation  where  a  patient  will 
decline  to  accept  every  item  on  a 
prescription  on  the  grounds  of 
insufficient  funds  for  payment. 
This  is  to  say  nothing  of  the 
prescriptions  that  never  reach  the 
pharmacy  but  are  retained  by  the 
patient  owing  to  the  perceived 
exorbitancy  of  the  charges  made. 

We  are  often  made  painfully 
aware  that  people  do  not  always 
behave  in  a  fashion  that  can  be 
termed  medically  or  socially 
responsible.  In  many  situations 
the  combined  effect  of  a  refusal  or 
inability  to  take  the  Pill,  and  a 
reluctance  to  use  barrier 
contraceptive  precautions,  can 
have  obvious  and  unfortunate 
consequences  that  seriously  and 
inadvertently  disrupt  the  lives  of 
the  individuals  concerned.  To 
imply  that  the  reasons  for 
avoiding  an  unwanted  pregnancy 
constitute  only  a  "social" 
phenomenon,  and  so  are 
somehow  of  an  inferior  or 
otherwise  differential  legitimacy 
to,  say,  the  indicated  chemical 
prophylaxis  of  menopausal 
osteoporosis,  would  appear  to 
wilfully  underplay  the  dimensions 
of  the  situation. 

Certain  forms  of 
pharmacological  treatment,  such 


as  the  more  common  usages  of 
neuroleptic  and  antidepressant 
medication,  are  specifically 
intended  to  assist  a  restoral  of 
adequate  social  function.  In  these 
conditions,  an  adequate  social 
performance  can  be  seen  as  being 
commensurate  with  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  individual. 

An  unwanted  pregnancy  may 
have  a  massive  adverse  impact  on 
the  life  of  a  reluctant  mother  and 
may  also,  in  some  cases,  result  in 
the  inadequate  upbringing  of  the 
child  concerned.  For  these 
reasons  alone,  I  believe  the 
chemical  prophylaxis  of  such  an 
event  to  be  of  sufficient 
importance  as  to  make  the 
exemption  of  a  prescription 
charge  for  oral  contraceptive 
medication  necessary. 

Theo  Tynne  appears  to  regard 
the  annual  figure  of  40,000 
teenage  girls  undergoing 
abortions  in  this  country  as 
unsatisfactory.  I  agree  with  him, 
but  take  the  position  that  to 
deliberately  exacerbate  such  an 
unfortunate  situation  can  be 
nothing  less  than  deplorable.  I 
also  believe  that,  where  medically 
compatible  or  desirable,  a 
woman's  "right  to  choose" 
extends  towards  contraception  in 
an  absolute  sense. 

Over  the  last  few  decades 
society  has  been  confronted  with 
an  ethic  which  places  women  in 
control  of  their  own  reproductive 
function.  Perhaps,  in  the  closing 
years  fo  the  20th  century,  it  is  time 
to  regard  an  unrestricted  access  to 
such  control  as  a  fundemental 
women's  right.

National  Co-operative 
Chemists  1 7  per  cent  up 


Sales  at  National  Co-operative 
Chemists  (NCCL)  were  up  17  per 
cent  last  year  to  over  £62  million. 
However,  the  group's  trading 
surplus  was  down,  falling  from 
£2.8m  in  1991  to  just  £2.5m. 

In  their  report  and  financial 
statement,  the  directors  say  sales  at 
branches  operating  throughout 
both  1991  and  1992  have  achieved 
a  7.8  per  cent  sales  increase. 

"Throughout  the  year,  the 
Society's  OTC  sales  have,  in 
common  with  all  other  traders, 
suffered  from  the  effects  of  the 
recession,  the  reduced  spending 
power  of  our  customers  and  the 
poor  weather  during  the  early  part 
of  the  Summer  trading  period,"  say 


the  directors. 

However,  NCCL  are  increasing 
their  share  of  the  NHS  dispensing 
market,  with  5.8  million 
prescriptions  being  dispensed,  a  12 
per  cent  rise. 

In  part  at  least,  this  is  a 
reflection  of  the  growth  of  NCCL. 
During  last  year  the  Society  bought 
pharmacies  at  Great  Barr, 
Birmingham,  Hagley  and 
Heckmondwike.  On  top  of  this  four 
other  societies  have  disposed  of 
their  pharmacies  to  NCCL: 
Sheffield,  Leicester,  Coventry  and 
East  Mercia,  and  Greater 
Nottingham.  However,  branches  in 
Westgate  Heckmondwike, 
Brentford  and  Plumstead  were 


disposed  of. 

At  the  end  of  the  financial  year 
NCCL  had  194  pharmacies  all  told, 
compared  to  178  at  the  end  of  the 
1991  financial  year. 

Reflecting  the  difficult  trading 
year,  the  Society's  surplus  on 
ordinary  activities  before  tax  was 
£803,000  compared  to  a  little  over 
£lm  the  previous  year. 

Despite  the  trading 
environment,  however,  the  figures 
for  trading  surplus  are  better  than  at 
first  sight,  for  in  1990  the  Society 
had  received  a  lump  sum 
retrospective  payment  of  £250,000. 
With  this  stripped  out,  the  decline 
over  the  year  is  recorded  at  only  2.6 
per  cent. 


Tyne  &  Wear 
pharmacy 
guilty  of 

unfair 
dismissal 

A  Tyne  and  wear-based  pharmacy 
has  been  found  guilty  of  unfair 
dismissal,  following  the 
"redundancy"  of  a  Saturday  shop 
assistant. 

Park  Chemists  in  Washington 
took  on  14  year  old  schoolgirl  Paula 
Abbott  as  a  Saturday  shop  assistant. 
However,  12  weeks  later  she  was 
told  that  she  would  have  to  leave 
due  to  overstaffing. 

Shop  manageress  Patricia 
Swaddle  told  Ms  Abbott  that  she 
had  been  selected  on  a  last-in  first- 
out  basis,  says  a  report  in  the  Daily 
Mail  (May  18).  Protesting  that  two 
male  employees  had  started  after 
her,  Ms  Abbott  was  told  by  Ms 
Swaddle:  "That's  different.  They  are 
boys." 

Taken  to  an  industrial  tribunal 
in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  the 
pharmacy  was  found  to  be  guilty  of 
breaking  the  1975  Sex 
Discrimination  Act  which  makes  it 
unlawful  for  a  woman  to  be  treated 
any  less  favourably  than  a  man  over 
dismissal,  as  well  as  over  selection 
for  a  job  or  promotion.  The  decision 
makes  Ms  Abbot  the  youngest 
winner  of  a  sex  discrimination  case. 

Commenting  on  the  tribunal, 
Ms  Swaddle  told  the  Daily  Mail  that 
she  was  "very  disappointed"  with 
the  outcome  and  that  the  firm 
intended  to  appeal,  adding:  "As  a 
company  we  do  adopt  an  equal 
opportunities  policy."

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New  glazing 
regulations 

effective 
from  June  1 

New  glazing  regulations  that  will 
affect  new  pharmacies  or  existing 
pharmacies  undergoing  alterations 
to  their  shopfronts,  come  into  effect 
on  June  1. 

From  this  date,  glass  in  doors 
and  door  side  panels,  between 
ground  and  shoulder  level,  must  be 
of  toughened  glass  rather  than  the 
commonly  used  6mm  glass. 

According  to  John  Hart,  of 
Pharmacy  Mutual  Insurance, 
architects  and  shopfitters  should  be 
aware  of  these  regulations  and 
quotes  for  work  completed  before 
and  after  June  1  will  probably  reflect 
the  extra  cost  of  the  safer  glass. 

These  regulations  do  not  cover 
the  replacement  of  broken  glass  in 
existing  pharmacies.  However,  Mr 
Hart  anticipates  further  consumer 
protection  legislation  in  the  next  six 
to  nine  months  that  will  cover  this 
situation. 

Mr  Hart  also  pointed  out  that 
these  new  regulations  do  not  cover 
external  glass  in  the  upper  stories  of 
office  blocks.  Therefore  they  would 
not  have  prevented  the  devastation 
caused  by  the  recent  IRA  bomb  in 
central  London. 

Sunday 
trading  Bill 
revived 

Ray  Powell,  one  of  the  Labour  MPs 
sponsored  by  the  shopworkers' 
union  USDAW,  is  reviving  his 
private  member's  Bill  to  reform  the 
law  on  Sunday  trading. 

It  failed  to  make  any  progress 
before  the  General  Election,  and 
although  Mr  Powell  has  drawn  a 
reasonably  high  position  in  the 
ballot  for  private  members'  Bills  in 
the  current  session,  it  has  little 
prospect  of  making  significant 
progress.  It  has  support  from  one 
Liberal  Democrat  MP. 

Tory  backbenchers  and  one 
Liberal  Democrat,  Paul  Tyler,  have 
tabled  a  Parliamentary  motion 
calling  for  the  rejection  of  the  Bill  on 
the  grounds  that  it  would  simply 
perpetuate  the  anachronisms  which 
have  made  the  existing  law  "so 
derided  and  unworkable". 

The  motion  calls  on  the 
Government  to  introduce 
legislation  more  accurately 
reflecting  "the  public's  wide  held 
wish  to  be  able  to  shop  on  Sundays, 
while  at  the  same  time  ensuring  full 
protection  for  all  shopworkers". 
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Macarthy  adventure  cost 
Grampian  £1 .5m 


Grampian  Holdings'  failure  in  the 
three  way  bid  for  Macarthy  cost  the 
company  almost  £l  .5  million,  says 
the  group's  annual  review  and 
accounts. 

However,  during  the  financial 
year  Grampian  have  successfully 
acquired  several  other  businesses, 
including  the  health  company  Floris 


Veterinaire  Produkten  in  Holland, 
Peter  Hand  Animal  Health  and  R. 
C.  Redman  (Pro  Quip).  Grampian 
Holdings  have  also  disposed  of  the 
Mitre  Sports  International 
company. 

Considering  the  bitterness  of 
the  battle  for  Macarthy,  which  was 
eventually  won  by  Lloyds  Chemists, 


Grampian  Holdings  chairman  Bill 
Hughes  has  little  to  say  about  it  in 
his  statement  to  shareholders, 
noting  only  that  the  bid  lapsed. 

However,  he  says  the  group's 
pharmaceutical  division  "performed 
well  in  weak  market  conditions"  and 
that  a  number  of  products  were 
successfully  re-licenced. 


Glaxo  spend  £1 7m  at  Speke 


Glaxo  Pharmaceuticals  are 
planning  to  invest  £17  million  at 
their  factory  at  Speke,  Liverpool,  to 
produce  a  range  of  asthma 
treatments.  The  investment  is 
expected  to  create  around  80  new 
jobs  in  the  area. 

Production  is  expected  to  begin 
in  July  next  year. 

Glaxo's  factory  manager  at 
Speke,  Joe  Caldwell,  says:  "Around 


£15m  has  been  spent  over  the  last 
ten  years  on  improving  facilities  at 
the  Speke  site.  Following  today's 
announcement  we  will  be  stepping 
up  our  investment  to  over  £20m 
between  now  and  next  Summer." 
This  is  said  to  be  Glaxo's  biggest 
financial  commitment  to  the  site. 

The  total  workforce  at  Speke  is 
expected  to  rise  from  420  to  500 
during  next  year. 


Economy  still  'bumping 
along  the  bottom' 


Sales  in  the  High  Street  staged  a 
recovery  in  April  and  the 
improvement  is  expected  to 
continue,  say  the  Confederation  of 
British  Industry. 

But  the  Economist  Intelligence 
Unit's  latest  quarterly  report  says 
the  recession  continues  and  there 
are  still  only  weak  signs  of  recovery. 

The  CBI's  April  distributive 
trades  survey,  the  first  since  the 
election,  shows  the  best  results  for 
two  years,  according  to  Nigel 
Whittaker,  chairman  of  the  CBI's 
distributive  trades  panel. 

A  balance  of  +20  per  cent  of 
retailers  have  reported  sales  up  on 
a  year  ago,  and  while  this  is  lower 
than  the  +  2 1  per  cent  and  +  24  per 
cent  recorded  for  January  and 
February  it  is  well  above  the  -  5  per 
cent  balance  reported  in  March. 

This  means  that  the  last  seven 
surveys  have  show  an  increase  in 
retail  sales  volumes  except  for  last 
March,  just  before  the  election. 

Pharmacists  are  more  optimistic 
than  a  year  ago,  with  a  balance  of 
+  72  per  cent  reporting  higher  sales 
last  April  than  a  year  ago,  the 
highest  positive  balance  since  last 
September. 

However,  the  figures  for  orders 
placed  with  suppliers  paint  a  less 
optimistic  picture.  While  a  balance 
of  +  20  per  cent  of  wholesalers  say 
that  sales  have  risen  for  the  fourth 
month  running,  the  level  suggests 
the  rate  of  growth  has  slowed.  It  is 
largely  a  +50  per  cent  balance  in 
the  food  and  drinks  sector  which 
has  lifted  figures. 

Orders  placed  on  suppliers  by 
pharmacies  in  April  were  up  on  last 
year  and  are  expected  to  continue 
to  rise  in  May,  but  at  a  lower  rate. 
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Nevertheless,  stocks  are  still  judged 
to  be  too  high  in  relation  to 
expected  sales. 

The  Economist  Intelligence 
Unit's  report  says  the  projections  of 
consumer  spending  present  a  fairly 
depressing  outlook  when  set  against 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  late  1980s. 
The  report  predicts  a  growth  in 
consumer  spending  of  just  1 .4  per 
cent  a  year  until  1995  and  2.2  per 
cent  to  the  year  2000.  This 
compares  with  3.3  per  cent  between 
1981  and  1989. 

The  EIU  forecasts  consumer 
spending  to  be  0.25  per  cent  to  0.5 
per  cent  higher  than  it  might 
otherwise  have  been,  due  to  the 
reflationary  effects  of  the  budget. 


Increased 
demand  for 
aerosols 

Demand  for  aerosols  increased  by  9 
per  cent  during  1991,  according  to 
figures  released  by  the  British 
Aerosols  Manufacturers' 
Association  at  their  AGM. 

Personal  deodorants,  anti- 
perspirants  and  deo-colognes 
crossed  the  200  million  barrier  for 
the  first  time,  with  production  rising 
19  per  cent  on  1990  to  218  million 
units. 

Aerosol  shaving  products, 
primarily  new  gel  varieties,  grew  to 
60  million  units  for  the  first  time. 
Hairspray  production  declined  7 
per  cent  however,  which  reflects  the 
changing  hairstyle  fashions. 
Medicinal  and  pharmaceutical 
aerosols  increased  5  per  cent.

Bernard  Silverman,  FRPharmS, 
OBE,  has  been  awarded  the  Royal 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  34th 
Charter  Gold  Medal,  the  highest 
accolade  the  Society  can  bestow  on 
a  member. 

The  Charter  Silver  Medal  went 
to  Dengar  Evans  for  his 
contribution  to  pharmacy  in  Wales.

EB,  a  condition  in  which  skin 
blisters  form  after  the  slightest 
knock  or  rub,  affects  about  one  in 
25,000  babies.

The  research  charity,  DEBRA, 
whose  patron  is  the  Princess  of 
Wales,  has  launched  a  £1  million 
appeal  to  continue  research  which 
could  lead  to  a  test  to  detect  carriers 
of  the  disease.
